eA ncient Landmarks 


SCATTERED throughout all 
lands are memorials of the 
past which stand as mute evi- 
dence of the work and accom- 
plishments of former genera- 
tions. Not only is this so, but 
these ancient remembrances bear testimony 
to the time of their erection. The old covered 
bridges of New England date the period 
when this type of construction was used to 
span the brooks and rivers of the region. So, 
too, for instance, the type and style of home 
construction dates the era when the stately 
southern colonial mansion was erected. When 
we turn back to the very ancient past, the 
pyramids of Egypt give unrefuted evidence 
of the era of their building. 

While all this is interesting, and furnishes 
a pattern in the study of the works of men, 
the same principle applies equally well to 
the recorded facts of the past. The Bible 
itself teems with ancient landmarks that 
continually confound the findings of the 
higher critics, for they date the time when 
the documents of Scripture were written 
just as surely as the covered bridges of New 
England and the pyramids of ancient Egypt 
date the era of their construction. 

An interesting illustration is furnished in 
the writings of Moses, who recorded the 
death and burial of Joseph. Speaking of the 
place of burial, which was the Cave of 
Machpelah, formerly purchased by Abraham 
from Ephron, the Hittite, the writer states, 
“Which is beyond Jordan” (Gen. 50: 10-11). 

The Cave of Machpelah is located at 
Hebron in Palestine on the west side of the 
Jordan River, so the writer of this ancient 
account was not in Palestine at the time he 
set down the facts. His use of words has 
given us a “landmark” that defines Moses’ 
position in relation to the geographical 
location of the Cave of Machpelah, for he 
was on the other side of the Jordan River 
from where the Cave was located when he 
wrote the account of the death and burial 
of Joseph. This establishes the fact that 
Moses was the author of the record and not 
someone else in Palestine at a later date. 
Holy Writ abounds with such demonstra- 





tions of the authenticity and accuracy of the 
recorded accounts. 

Not only do we possess in ancient land- 
marks authentic evidence of the era when 
men produced certain types of construction, 
as well as internal evidence in literature of 
the time of recording, but we also have 
interesting signs of racial identifications 
which prove beyond question the origin of 
peoples on the face of the earth today. 

Racial characteristics persist in spite of 
the fact that modern nations have lost track 
of their origin and have little accurate knowl- 
edge of their ancestors. The warlike Assyrian 
stands before us today in the aggressive 
Prussian who prides himself on his ability 
to wage war. The treacherous Amalekites are 
present in these modern times in the lying 
and deceitful Bolsheviks. The character- 
istics of the peace-loving peoples who were 
organized into a Kingdom at Mount Sinai, 
with equitable and just laws for them to 
administer, are today represented in the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples. Their common 
law stems from the Law of the Lord promul- 
gated at Mount Sinai. Apart from all other 
peoples or races, they are not only seeking 
peace and justice in the administration of 
law for themselves, but they also desire to 
secure these blessings for others as well.

ney, but mostly by the way they have 
fulfilled, unconsciously, what the Word 
of God states concerning them, and by 
the innumerable evidences of God’s 
providence in their present situation, 
we know who and where they are, 
and what they will do. 
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Israel! To many folk, today, the 
true meaning of this lovely name is lost 
or obscured. The fallacy persists that 
the ancient Israel people were chosen 
by God as an object of favoritism. 
God’s choice of Israel still stands as a 
positive fact; yet there is no question 
of favoritism. The people of Israel 
were chosen for service. God called 
Israel to convey, to all mankind, the 
blessings of peace, happiness and true 
progress. While performing that serv- 
ice, God guaranteed to Israel the re- 
ward which every faithful servant 
should receive: the benevolence and 
protection of the Master.

MOUNTING TENSION 


AT sIX MINUTES PAST four on Friday morning, September 
23rd, Fall was officially ushered in. Few, however, knew 
that September 23rd was also the first day of the true solar 
year of 5948 A.M., which begins with the September 
equinox. This new solar year, ending in September of 
1950, is destined to see many changes, some of which will 
have a profound effect upon every human being upon 
earth. Just six days before the beginning of this new year 
the British pound was devalued, and on the first day of the 
new year President Truman made the announcement that 
Russia had exploded an atom bomb behind the iron cur- 
tain. 
We can expect the development of major economic 
troubles in the months ahead, with an attending increase 
in Russian aggressive policies as she capitalizes upon the 
knowledge that the rest of the world is now aware that she 
possesses the secret of the atomic bomb. Instead of pre- 
venting war, it will intensify the difficulties which will has- 
ten World War III. But all this is a sign to the wise, who 
will understand, for it will alert them to the imminence of 
the specific events for which they are watching and waiting. 

While many were alarmed because of the announce- 
ment that the Soviets now possess the atom bomb, the re- 
lease of this news came as no surprise to Destiny readers. 
The following item, taken from Intelligence Digest — A Re- 
view of World Affairs, was published in Destiny for Febru- 
ary 1949: 

“From three separate and most reliable sources, however, the 
news has recently come that the Soviet leaders believe they will 
manufacture their first bomb in June 1949.” 


Again, in Destiny for June 1949, the following from 
Intelligence Digest — A Review of World Affairs was pub- 
lished: 


‘Many people think that the Soviet Union is far behind every- 
one else in atomic research. Our observers have, however, warned 
us that Russia is catching up and that, if everything goes ac- 
cording to plan, they will reach an important stage in their 
atomic work in June 1949. . . . It is, however, very dangerous 
to rely upon the easy-going opinion which is widely accepted, 
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especially in America, that somehow or other the Russians will 
never solve the problem of making atomic bombs.” 


When Representative Carl Vinson of Georgia, Chair- 
man of the Armed Services Committee of the House, 
conferred with President Truman, asking him to support 
the 70 air group plan, stating, “that more airplanes would 
help him in dealing with Russia,” the President replied, as 
published in Destiny for May 1949: 


**T don’t need any help in my dealings with Russia. I can tell 
you and everybody else on Capitol Hill that there is not going 
to be a war with Russia. She cannot fight for ro or 15 years. That’s 
flat.” 


It is known among the friends of the President that Mr. 
Truman has had high hopes of formulating a plan for 
world peace with which Russia would agree. But, apart 
from turning everything over to the Kremlin, there is no 
way by which world peace can be accomplished now ex- 
cept in the overwhelming defeat of evil aggression, as rep- 
resented by the Soviet ideology of government, by force. 
The Russian possession of the atomic bomb must have 
been a shock to President Truman who evidently had 
hoped to use our sole possession of this secret as a trump 
card in pressuring the Kremlin to agree to terms that 
would bring about world peace. What position, if any, 
that we held for such bargaining prior to the Russian ac- 
quisition of the atomic bomb is now gone. 

However, no plan that could have been proposed by the 
President would result in peace at this time, for, without 
exception, all the prophets of the Lord envisioned no 
peace for the world until after the destruction of the Rus- 
sian war machine in the coming events of the Great and 
Terrible Day of the Lord. 

In commenting upon the naive attitude toward Russian 
ability to fight in the near future, we said in DesTINy 
for May 1949: 


‘From the Word of the Lord it may be definitely known by all 
that war with Russia is inevitable. As a matter of fact, we are 
even now at war with her and we have been ever since the Berlin 
blockade went into effect in the summer of 1948. The mere fact 


that the conflict is being fought by other methods than by force of 
arms in no way mitigates the seriousness of the present situation. 
The armed phase of the conflict could come in a matter of hours 
— any time Russia decides that the opportunity to graduate from 
a cold war to a hot war would be to her best interests. . . . We 
know that the war is not to be long delayed now. . . . Further- 
more, prophecy clearly points to the inevitability of a coming 
conflict between the East and the West, while chronology indi- 
cates that the President’s appraisal of its timing is completely 
out of step with the facts.” 


The year from September 1949 to September 1950 may 
well prove to be the most portentous in the history of our 
people. The devaluation of the pound may likely be the 
beginning of economic difficulties which will condition the 
western world for the opportunity the Soviets have been 
seeking before launching their all-out aggression against 
them. The tension mounts as men and nations intuitively 
sense that the world approaches the fateful hour of con- 
flict when all must face stark and naked realities. 


TRUE WEALTH 


THE DAY IS RAPIDLY approaching that will bring about a 
reversal in the thinking of multitudes who today always 
consider wealth in terms of money. Money in itself, whether 
represented by gold, silver, certificates or credits, only has 
value because it can be exchanged for wealth in the form 
of things that individuals desire. 

Our forefathers carved homes out of the wilderness with- 
out money and without price, mainly by the expenditure 
of labor. Their hard labor brought to them real wealth in 
possessions and in homes, and villages and cities arose 
where once dense forests grew. The same principle will al- 
ways operate when men are free to give diligently of their 
time and services in constructive labor. 

If everybody suddenly came into possession of sufficient 
money to make each one a millionaire, no one would want 
to continue working, and soon production of every kind 
would cease. Of what actual value would their money be 
to each individual then? Just as soon as the stock pile of 
produced goods was consumed, the millions of dollars pos- 
sessed by men and women would be worthless, for the only 
real value of money lies in the ability to use it in trade for 
the goods wanted. These are the results flowing from human 
production in the form of a wealth of things that can con- 
tribute to human comfort. 

Substantial bank accounts would in no way prevent 
destitution, want and starvation, were all planting and 
reaping to cease. Such calamities can only be averted by 
the labor of men since money in itself produces nothing. 
The greatest of all assets that an individual can possess is 
the ability to work. What seems to be entirely overlooked 
by those who have their minds centered on securing money 
as the end of human endeavor is that far more valuable to 
individual happiness is a degree of physical well-being and 
health which make it a pleasure to labor and produce. 
There is real satisfaction in achievement and the pleasure 
of completing a task well done brings contentment of spirit 
and peace of mind. Those who follow this formula take 
pride in their workmanship, for they work with the knowl- 
edge that a thing worth doing is worth doing well. 

To a large extent this pride of workmanship and satis- 
faction for a task well done has been lost sight of today as 
men center their attention upon increasing the amount in 
their pay envelopes, in return for which some are giving 
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as little in labor and workmanship as circumstances will 
stand for. The result is spiraling costs which have taken 
many things beyond the reach of the laborer, even beyond 
the purchasing ability of those whose pay has been in- 
creased. 

In Reader’s Digest for October 1949, page 108, an in- 
teresting article is printed that first appeared in Printers’ 
Ink. It describes the attitude of the present younger gener- 
ation toward work and depicts a serious mental state 
among many before whom are splendid opportunities if 
they would only recognize that advancement, both in posi- 
tion and salary, are the results of diligent and faithful serv- 
ices rendered for the pay received. 

For those who fail to recognize this, there is a day of 
reckoning to come when hard times arrive. They will find 
themselves let out of office, shop, store and factory — the 
first to go because they shirked responsibility and were in- 
different in their work, giving only half-measure. Perhaps, 
after weeks spent in the search for work, when there is no 
work to be found, the realization will dawn upon them that 
their attitude toward their jobs was indeed a foolish one. 

When the laborer fails to give his best in services or work- 
manship, he not only cheats himself but he deals dis- 
honestly with his fellow workers, because he receives pay 
for giving half-measure, while others are giving full meas- 
ure. At least he assumes that others somewhere along the 
line will give full measure to maintain the standard of the 
things he himself may want. But when a sufficient number 
of individuals fail to give fully of their talents in services for 
value received in money, the accompanying inflation 
penalizes all. The result is that the value of the medium of 
exchange declines in its relation to true wealth and an 
inevitable economic crisis follows. A condition develops 
that can be corrected only when the laborer again be- 
comes willing to render honest services and give careful 
workmanship in return for wages received that should be a 
true measure of the wealth he has produced during the hours 
of labor expended in its production. 

A fundamental principle is set forth by Paul if equity 
and justice are to prevail in the production and distribu- 
tion of the labor of men’s hands: 


“This we commanded you, that if any would not work, neither 
should he eat.” (II Thess. 3: 10.) 


Under such a ruling the lazy ones will be compelled to 
labor to increase the over-all production and thus con- 
tribute to the general welfare of all. If they refuse, they 
will not be allowed to consume what others have labored 
to produce. Such a ruling today would soon right the 
thinking of those who assume that the government owes 
them a living, but who do not realize that they owe society 
an honest return in services and labor for the things they 
receive. 


AN ECONOMIC PALLIATIVE 


On SEPTEMBER 18, 1949 Sir Stafford Cripps announced 
the devaluation of the pound from $4.03 to $2.80. Im- 
mediately six other nations followed Great Britain’s 
example and devalued their currencies. Others did so 
later. The question that naturally arises is, Has the world 
now embarked upon a course that may become standard 
practice with politicians when economic difficulties loom 
and financial problems arise that cannot be solved through 
tried conservative methods? Devaluation of the American

dollar has even been suggested as a way by which our 
government could secure additional funds when con- 
fronted with the need of meeting social security payments 
when they come due. What is not taken into consideration 
is that such a program for financing government spending 
will rob people of a just return for their labors and con- 
fiscate millions of dollars in savings accounts due to the re- 
sulting inflation. 

We are confident that, in choosing the course of devalua- 
tion as a means of solving economic difficulties, men are 
trying to right a situation, the true cause of which is being 
entirely overlooked, by methods which make an economic 
collapse inevitable. Actually, the tampering with mone- 
tary values is the beginning of the end of the present world 
economic order, and this will be clearly demonstrated by 
the passing of time. Financing government, or endeavoring 
to secure prosperity, through the devaluation of currency 
will later call for another devaluation adjustment, for once 
men have sampled the possibility of securing temporary 
relief in this way, there will be no restraining the politicians 
or political party in power from using this method to put 
off the evil day when they must come face to face with an 
economic crisis. It is the old story of one palliative leading 
to another until the situation becomes hopeless. A few 
months hence we believe men will awaken to the realiza- 
tion that they have started down a road so narrow that 
there will be no turning back. In the process of time the 
decline will become so steep that men will be rudely 
awakened to the fact that they are plunging headlong into 
economic oblivion. 

It is most interesting to watch men and nations try to 
solve problems made acute by their own refusal to recog- 
nize that their present economic difficulties stem from the 
institution of a planned economy. As pointed out in 
Destiny for September 1949: 


“‘We are, therefore, nearing the end of a system that has existed 
for many centuries and its destruction is being brought about by 
arrogant men who have thought themselves competent to regu- 
late and control the world financial structure in a manner con- 
trary to the laws governing its existence.” 


Since this was published the British pound has been 
devaluated and other nations have adjusted their cur- 
rency to that devaluation. When finally the end of the 
road is reached, John in Revelation describes the disaster 
that will overtake the Babylonian system of finance in 
terms of the destruction of a great city: 


‘Alas, alas that great city, wherein were made rich all that had 
ships in the sea by reason of her costliness! For in one hour is she 
made desolate.” (Rev. 18: 19.) 


Let those who may become disturbed over the prospect 
that the present world economy is coming to judgment and 
will pass away in a violent crash remember that we are told 
to rejoice rather than be sad, for the purpose of this judg- 
ment is stated and the reason given why we should be 
joyful: 

“Rejoice over her, heaven, and the saints, and the apostles, 
and the prophets! Because God has decided to execute the judg- 
ment upon her for you.” (Rev. 18: 20, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


If we are to rejoice as judgment approaches, then it is 
very foolish to be worried or disturbed when we see the 
judgment coming. John declares: 


“‘Because by your [Babylon’s] poisonous charm all nations were 
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deluded. And in her was found blood of prophets, and saints, 
and of all those murdered upon the earth.” (Rev. 18: 23-24, 
Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Thus does God indict the entire world economic struc- 
ture for its injustice and its evil practices and for the death 
of millions who have gone to untimely graves burdened 
and crushed down by worry and the inability to meet the 
financial demands made upon them by Mammon. Count- 
less others have died on fields of battle, or have been de- 
stroyed by violence, as a result of man’s greed to placate 
Mammon in the scramble to secure financial gain. By 
Divine decree final judgment must therefore be pro- 
nounced upon the Babylonian economy, but the nations 
are determined its execution shall be stayed, and in trying 
to do so, they are actually hastening the judgment and 
making it that much more severe for them when it does 
come. 


THE HANDS OF ESAU 


IN HIS NEWS COMMENTS over the radio Tuesday evening, 
October 4th, Fulton Lewis, Jr. stressed the disquieting 
situation in the appointment by President Truman of men 
to office whose records are anti-American. He particu- 
larly emphasized Mr. Truman’s insistence upon the con- 
firmation of the reappointment of Leland B. Olds to the 
Federal Power Commission. 

The Senate commerce subcommittee voted unani- 
mously that Olds is not qualified for the job. President 
Truman blamed great corporations for preventing Olds’ 
reappointment, but every member of the committee de- 
nied that such corporations. had any part in preventing 
the appointment and stated that their objections were 
based upon Mr. Olds’ own statements and writings. The 
evidence brought out in committee definitely proved that 
Olds was un-American in his attitude and opposed to our 
way of life; that he did not agree with the Constitution 
and advocated that unconstitutional methods be adopted 
by labor in their bid for power. In his writings Mr. Olds 
praised Lenin and made disparaging remarks about our 
nation’s independence and the Fourth of July on which we 
commemorate the winning of that independence. 

It is all most disquieting. When the facts back of the 
appointments of such men are fully revealed, the situation 
will indeed prove to be alarming. Mr. Lewis and mem- 
bers of Senatorial committees blame Mr. Truman for 
his poor selection of men for important offices. While 
such appointments appear to originate with the President, 
it is well to take a look behind the scenes and note care- 
fully the type and character, as well as the calibre, of Pres- 
idential advisors. Can it be that the President of the 
United States is merely appointing to office those who 
are the choice of the real rulers behind the scenes? As 
pointed out in “Unrecognized Rulers,” Destiny for 
August 1949, President Truman has gathered around 
him men who are far from lovers of our Constitution and 
the American way of life. It is clear that subversive 
groups are exerting an influence upon the White House 
which, to say the least, is not in the best interests and wel- 
fare of this great nation. As stated in the above editorial: 

“Recently Justice Frankfurter, in reply to a question as to who 


really runs the United States, answered, “The real rulers of a 
nation are undiscoverable.’ ” 


Actually, this Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
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United States is informing us that, although the Presi- 
dent of the United States was elected by the people, he 
is far from being in a position to guide the affairs of state. 
It is evident that the hidden hand behind the men in 
office is using the Trojan Horse method of infiltration by 
securing the appointment of men to key positions who will 
be subservient to them when the time comes to really 
carry out their plans which will destroy our liberties and 
freedom. 

This scheme of infiltration has been adopted because 
our method of political appointments by the President 
lends itself easily to their ends. The Senate seldom, if 
ever, turns down a Presidential appointment and we can 
rest assured that the real rulers behind the scenes are 
fully aware of this fact. It is a perfect method by which 
they can place subversive individuals in important posi- 
tions so long as they can control the President in his se- 
lection of individuals for office. 

If ever there was a time when our representatives at 
Washington should be alert and particularly vigilant, it 
is now. Every individual should be carefully screened 
with the knowledge that, unfortunately, the hidden hand 
of subversive rulers leaves no method overlooked by which 
they can place their men where they want them. President 
Truman’s appointments may be announced in the voice 
of Jacob, but the hands are the hands of Esau! 


SOVIET AGENTS 


Way pimp THE United States agents fail to arrest the 
Soviet strong-arm men when they tried to handcuff 
and take Pirogov away by force against his will? He was 
one of the Soviet fliers who recently refused to return to 
Russia with his co-flier Barzov. Is the Russian network of 
spy operations so well established in the United States 
that Secretary of State Acheson forbids agents to be 
molested or arrested even when they try to kidnap a man 
in free America? 

The President of the United States told an official of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars that the way to handle Com- 
munism here is to laugh it out of existence. Let those, 
who feel they can, laugh at the implications of the above- 
mentioned incident. As we see it, when Communist 
thugs try to handcuff and kidnap a man in the city of 
Washington right within the shadow of the White House, 
it is far from a laughing matter. 

Already men have been killed and others have mys- 
teriously disappeared, leaving evidence behind that indi- 
cates there was foul play on the part of agents of a foreign 
power. There was a time in the history of the United 
States when the men at the head of our government 
would have immediately demanded the recall of the 
Ambassador of the offending power, and at the same time 
rounded up and jailed everyone of the agents responsible 
for carrying on such un-American activities in our land. 
Today these foreign agents seem to be able to act with 
impunity and are even protected by government officials. 
This is a national disgrace and a tragedy. Hosea’s words 
aptly apply to our national leaders at Washington: 


‘For they have sown the wind, and they shall reap the whirl- 
wind.” (Hosea 8: 7.) 


Think for a moment what would have happened to 
American agents if they had tried to handcuff and carry 
anyone away in Moscow. What fools we are! Our govern- 
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ment should make our land safe for the nationals of any 
government so that they may live here in freedom without 
fear of arrest or molestation by foreign agents. 

Unfortunately, the night of persecution and destruction 
is coming in our own land, made inevitable by the failure 
of those in authority in high places to defend our nation 
against the enemy within. Lest our national leaders 
forget: they too are on the liquidating lists if the foe 
within succeeds in gaining control in our country. 


LOWERING STORM CLOUDS 


WE WOULD BE amiss in our duty as watchmen to the 
House of Israel if we remained silent concerning the sinister 
aspects of the recently disclosed information that Soviet 
Russia is in possession of the atom bomb. There is a strong 
possibility that Russia has had this secret for some time 
and only now, through a recent test of the bomb behind 
the iron curtain, has the fact become known to the world 
at large. The following item from the New Bedford 
Standard-Times of September 27th is therefore of interest, 
as reported in the Chicago Tribune on the following day: 


“The New Bedford Standard-Times said today it had con- 
fidential information that Russia held its first successful test of the 
atom bomb August 15, 1946. At that time, the newspaper said, 
Russian scientists said Russia expected to have a stockpile of 100 
atom bombs by July 1947. 

‘The Standard-Times said its information came from an under- 
cover agent for a Far Eastern government who at one time was a 
special correspondent for the newspaper. It included, the paper 
said, copies of written reports forwarded to intelligence officials 
in Washington and has been held in strict confidence for three 
years.” 


This fact could account for the arrogance of the Russians 
during the past few years and for the difficulty in arriving 
at any understanding over major issues. But for the recent 
revelation by President Truman, it might have been the 
intention of the Kremlin to keep their possession of this 
weapon secret, making it first known to the West when war 
actually came. Now that the facts are known, the expres- 
sion of optimism on the part of leaders in the western world 
is born of wishful thinking. 

Possession of the atomic bomb will in no way make the 
leaders in the Kremlin less belligerent and the fact that 
the world now knows they have this secret will make it 
even more difficult to deal with them in the future. It 
must always be borne in mind that the Bolsheviks’ objec- 
tive is world conquest and, by their possession of the most 
deadly weapon known to man, they are on the road to the 
realization of their ambitions. The Russians have already 
built strategically-located rocket sites throughout Europe, 
from which they are planning to launch deadly missiles 
against the western world. The day of conflict rapidly ap- 
proaches with victory in sight for the unscrupulous nation 
that makes a sudden, unprovoked, all-out attack. The first 
few hours of an unexpected atomic bombardment could 
very readily spell victory for the evil aggressor. 

In the face of this, what must we do? Actually, there is 
only one means of defense and it is not a purely physical 
one. As the enemy prepares to attack, we must strengthen 
our defenses through spiritual preparation. This includes 
the conviction that God Himself is our only real defense 
against our enemies because He is our God, Jehovah, who 
is Lord of Hosts; that is, the Lord of Battles. The rocket 
bombs of today may well be the arrows that fly by day 
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mentioned in the Ninety-first Psalm, and the destruction 
to be wrought by night is also referred to by the Psalmist 
as ‘“‘the terror by night.”’ Reports already indicate that the 
Soviets have a rocket bomb that can span the ocean and be 
directed to strike its target upon the North American 
continent. 

When God’s people turn to Him, obey all His laws and 
perform all that He requires of them, the promise is: 


“When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, and 
seest horses, and chariots, and a people more than thou, be not 
afraid of them: for the Lord thy God is with thee. . . . For the 
Lord your God is he that goeth with you, to fight for you against 
your enemies, to save you.”’ (Deut. 20: 1-4.) 


But requisite for such Divine protection is the basis that 
the people walk in the ways of righteousness, and this our 
nation is far from doing today. When Russia attacks, over- 
whelming defeat will face God’s people unless they comply 
with the conditions which will enable God to move as set 
forth by Moses: 


‘Behold, I send an Angel before thee, to keep thee in the way, 
and to bring thee into the place which I have prepared. Beware 
of him, and obey his voice, provoke him not; for he will not par- 
don your transgressions: for my name is in him. But if thou shalt 
indeed obey his voice, and do all that I speak; then I will be an 
enemy unto thine enemies, and an adversary unto thine ad- 
versaries.” (Ex. 23: 20-22.) 


That type of intervention is contingent upon our people 
turning from their sinful practices, returning to the Lord 
in sincerity and in truth. Meanwhile, we are pursuing a 
course that is leading to destruction, for there are no known 
means of physical defense against the weapons Soviet Rus- 
sia is now building with the purpose of launching a sudden 
attack to overcome us. For, standing in the way of Soviet 
world domination, are the nations of the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples, and the United States of America in partic- 
ular. 

Where is the spiritual power that should be in evidence 
among us today? We are a nation of many churches, but in 
a majority of these edifices dedicated to Divine worship, 
doctrines of unbelief in the Word of God are being pro- 
claimed from the pulpit. We are a people who possess the 
open Book, the Bible, but few read it, and even fewer study 
its pages or believe all it has to say. As individuals, many of 
us recognize the Divine origin of the Ten Commandments, 
yet millions among us today are deliberately refusing to 
heed the Commandment: 


“‘Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy. Six days shalt 
thou labor, and do all thy work: but the seventh day is the Sab- 
bath of the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt not do any work.” 


Following every six days of labor, the seventh day, or 
one seventh of our time, should be set apart as holy unto 
the Lord. Instead of doing this, that day has become a day 
of pleasure and profit, a time for extra labor and gain in 
the open stores, road stands, gasoline stations, theaters, 
pleasure resorts and sports of all kinds, with many individu- 
als using the day for every purpose under the sun except to 
keep it holy to God. 

It is preposterous for those who do these things to think 
that in a time of distress they can turn to God for help and 
receive protection. Only righteous men or nations may call 
upon Him in the day of trouble and war and expect their 
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plea for help to be heeded. As watchmen we are sounding 
the alarm as the darkening clouds of World War III 
spread the shadow of their gloom over the landscape. 
Apart from a spiritual awakening, there is no way of 
escape. The ominous rumblings of the coming conflict 
become louder and louder and the recent release of the in- 
formation that the Soviets have the atom bomb may be 
the last warning to God’s people of the necessity to im- 
mediately turn to Him and cleanse the land of all evil so 
that He may come and save us. 

Must we as a people learn the hard way? Unfortunately, 
Israel’s shepherds have fallen into unbelief and the multi- 
tudes who are following their leadings are refusing to heed 
the warning that the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord 
is now at hand. Are we as a nation to learn through disas- 
ter and destruction the compelling need to heed the call to 
righteousness which we refuse to consider in our present 
state of skepticism and unbelief? Time will provide the 
answer — and time is running out. 


CHECKMATE! 


THE ADVANTAGE THE United States possessed in having the 
exclusive know-how to produce atomic bombs has now 
been lost as a result of Soviet knowledge of this secret and 
her ability to produce atomic bombs too. If the leaders in 
the Kremlin are at all astute, they will exert their influence 
to secure world agreement to outlaw atomic weapons in 
any future war. Such a move would immediately place the 
Western powers at a great disadvantage. Russian arma- 
ments and political and military maneuverings since the 
end of World War II place the Soviets in a position to 
dominate all of Europe and Asia, as well as the Middle 
East, without fear of successful opposition since, in her 
present state of preparedness for aggressive conflict, she 
is the most powerful military nation on the face of the 
earth today. 

Her knowledge of the secret of making atomic bombs 
has restored her to the dominant military position she lost 
when the United States had exclusive possession of this 
weapon of destruction. The Soviets can now move with a 
degree of certainty that the atomic bomb will not be used 
against them as long as they refrain from using the bomb 
themselves. The situation is deadly serious and the nations 
will learn this when the Kremlin takes full diplomatic and 
military advantage of their present position as the result 
of having produced the atomic bomb. 


FINAL PLUNGE 


FoR MANY YEARS Destiny has been calling attention to 
inevitable disaster awaiting us at the end of the highway of 
economic planning. Government interference with busi- 
ness, high and confiscatory taxation, and oppressive legis- 
lation, are all factors contributing to fulfill the judgment 
John, in the Book of Revelation, pronounced upon the 
present Mammon of unrighteousness. 

John describes three stages in the destruction of our 
present economy. This data was originally published in an 
editorial titled ““The Economic Outlook” in Destiny for 
September 1945. The first two periods have passed into 
history, with events fulfilling the predicted steps in pro- 
gressive judgment upon the world economy. We are now 
approaching the end of the third and final stage of judg- 
ment when the system itself will collapse. As stated in the 
above-mentioned editorial: 
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“Collapse of the system itself is apparently scheduled prophe- 
tically for the next period of 2520 days beginning August 11-21, 
1943 and ending July 5-15, 1950.” 


Already six years of this seven-year period have dem- 
onstrated the continuation of judgment upon world 
economic activities, with the United States pouring billions 
of dollars overseas to try to prevent a collapse there. In 
doing this we have been destroying our own chances of 
weathering the economic calamity when it breaks in its 
full fury. Now, within less than a year of the end of this 
final period of judgment, the pound sterling is devalued 
and other nations, following the example of Great Britain, 
have also devalued their currencies. The final plunge to- 
ward monetary chaos has now been taken and time will 
reveal the fact that the situation has been made a thousand 
times more difficult by man-made endeavors to cure an 
incurable situation. 

Added to the inflationary effects of devaluation are the 
increased difficulties faced by businessmen, especially so- 
called “‘smail’”’ businessmen, who are having trouble meet- 
ing all the obligations imposed upon them and at the same 
time make a sufficient profit to modernize and expand in- 
dustry. Even big business is faced with troubles due to the 
same causes. 

Destiny readers’ attention is called to an article titled 
*‘Why Does Uncle Sam Pick on Us?” by Carl A. Gray in 
the Saturday Evening Post for October 1, 1949. In this article 
Mr. Gray clearly shows that the handwriting has appeared 
on the wall, indicating the present system is coming to its 
end insofar as continued prosperity for the small business- 
man is concerned. 

Turning to John’s declaration in Revelation, we are in- 
formed that, following the ultimate economic collapse, 
made inevitable by man’s greed and stupidity, business 
wil] never again be carried on under Babylonian methods, 
for Mammon will cease to dominate after the system col- 
lapses. The Apostle vividly depicts the suddenness of that 
collapse: 


“**Gone, gone in a single hour! O heaven, rejoice over her! 
Saints, apostles, prophets, rejoice! For God has avenged you on 
her now.’ Then a strong angel lifted a boulder like a huge mill- 
stone and flung it into the sea, crying, ‘So shall the great city, 
Babylon, be hurled down, hurtling, and never be seen any more: 
and the sound of harpists, minstrels, flute-players, and trumpet- 
ers shall never be heard in thee more: and craftsmen of any craft 
shall never be found in thee more: and the sound of the millstone 
shall never be heard in thee more: and the light of a lamp shall 
never be seen in thee more: and the voice of the bridegroom and 
bride shall never be heard in thee more. Vanished the ripe fruit 
of thy soul’s desire! Perished thy luxury and splendour! — Never 
again to be seen.’ ” (Rev. 18: 19-23, Moffatt Trans.) 


Perhaps most interesting of all is the evidence of the im- 
possibility of men to now stay the judgment, for, having 
built a Frankenstein monster through the establishment of 
bureaucratic regulations and controls, they have seated 
this giant of misrule, drunk with power, in the driver’s 
seat and he is recklessly speeding our present economy 
down the highway to ultimate destruction. 


THE PAY-OFF 


THE RESULT OF playing politics with our national security 
at Washington in the appointment and confirmation of 
men unfit for the responsibilities of the offices they are 
supposed to assume, has brought our nation face to face 
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with the most serious situation in its history. The appoint- 
ment by the President of David Eli Lilienthal as head of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, and its later confirma- 
tion by the Senate, was no doubt a great contributing 
factor in giving the Russians the secret of the atomic bomb 
years before it would have been possible for them to have 
constructed one of their own. 

It must not be forgotten that Mr. Lilienthal himself is 
not free from suspicion regarding his Communistic lean- 
ings. As pointed out in “An Alarming Situation,”’ Destiny 
for July 1949, he was a member of at least two Com- 
munist-dominated organizations. Then, there are the 
“incredible mismanagement”’ charges against him which 
were never allowed to be fully investigated by the Senate. 
Again, as stated in Destiny for October 1949, there is 
grave danger of the U.S. stock-pile of atomic bombs in 
Lilienthal’s lightly-guarded storage vaults passing into the 
hands of the enemy within. There is no reason to think 
that David Lilienthal will guard that stock-pile from his 
friends any more carefully than he has guarded the secret 
from the Communists whom he has befriended and even 
defended in his employment of them on the Manhattan 
project. In Destiny for November 1945 we said in part: 


“If we pass the bomb secret over to them, our difficulties in 
dealing with these godless leaders, as they undertake to grab 
more territory and more power, will be doubled.” 


It is almost beyond belief to think that there are men 
and women among us, considered to be astute in their 
judgments, and with ample evidence furnished by our 
past dealings with the Kremlin, yet who are now trying to 
tell us that the Russian possession of the atomic bomb 
will make the Kremlin more reasonable to deal with. 
Such a deduction from what has happened is not only 
asinine, but it discloses a mind incapable of analyzing 
facts or judging a situation according to known evidence. 

We predict that the Kremlin will now become even 
more arrogant and difficult to deal with than before. 
Moreover, the possession by Russia of the atomic bomb 
will make World War III inevitable in the near future, 
perhaps before another eighteen months have run their 
course. 

We are now about to receive the pay-off for our laxity in 
failing to take adequate security measures to prevent 
atomic information from falling into the hands of Soviet 
agents. The price is to be terrific in the devastation and 
destruction of many of our cities and in the sacrifice of the 
lives of millions of our citizens. What a tragedy! 

Back of this assertion, giving force to such a declaration, 
are the utterances of the prophets of the Lord, for they 
have testified to the fact of destruction to come in the 
detailed description of the events of the Great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord.

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The Swinging Pendulum 


ANY ARE now asking the ques- 
M tion, Will the Soviet Union 
precipitate a world conflict? 
Destiny has always maintained that 
commitments by the Kremlin are 
worthless and that solemnly-signed 
treaties are only scraps of paper from 
their point of view, to be torn up when 
it suits their purposes to do so. The 
recent Soviet denouncement of the 
twenty-year treaty of mutual aid and 
friendship with Marshall Tito’s Yugo- 
slavia only confirms the position taken. 
Under pressure from Moscow a num- 
ber of satellite nations have followed 
the Kremlin’s lead and made their 
treaties of friendship with Yugoslavia 
void. 

Thus, the answer to the above ques- 
tion will not be determined by agree- 
ments entered into with the leaders of 
Soviet Russia; nor does it rest upon 
any statement made by Stalin. Naive 
indeed is the man or the government 
that will rely upon commitments made 
by these evil men. 

In the face of the factual evidence 
of the unreliability of promises given 
by Moscow, there are still some Amer- 
icans who think it feasible to come to 
an agreement with the godless leaders 
in the Kremlin regarding the use of 
atomic energy in the manufacture of 
atomic bombs. What Jeremiah said of 
evil men of his day can be said of 
those who today are directing Soviet 
policies: 

“They will deceive every one his neigh- 
bour, and will not speak the truth: they 
have taught their tongue to speak lies, 
and weary themselves to commit iniquity.” 
(Jer. 9: 5.) 

It is therefore the better part of wis- 
dom to recognize that the men in the 
Kremlin have no intention of speaking 
the truth when it is to their advantage 
to deceive. They are determined to 
establish themselves as world rulers 
and they are committed to inevitable 
armed conflict. They are only awaiting 
a favorable opportunity to strike and, 
regardless of all the propaganda to the 
contrary, they have elected that there 
shall be war. : 

This being so, it is most interesting to 
note that in the year 1896, over fifty 
years ago, Lieut. C. A. L. Totten, grad- 
uate of West Point and later Professor 
at Yale University, wrote as follows 
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concerning the ultimate military drive 
Russia would make toward Palestine, 
which, in the light of events today, 
proves to have been prophetic. Lieut. 
Totten based his findings upon his 
knowledge of the prophets of the Bible, 
coupled with his background of mili- 
tary training, enabling him to point 
out the strategy to be employed: 

“Whatever be the lines of operation in 
the practical solution of the Eastern Ques- 
tion —its objective point is Jerusalem 
rather than Constantinople, and the Cos- 
sack Bow and Arrow is still the plan of its 
campaign.” (The Our Race News-Leaflet for 
February 1896.) 

In a diagram Lieut. Totten depicts 
the Cossack drawn bow with an arrow 
aimed at Jerusalem through the gate- 
way of the Caucasus Mountains. The 
original illustration is reproduced here. 





JERUSALEM 


The following excerpts are taken 
from Lieut. Totten’s discourse on this 
subject: 

“For Europe and Asia, at least, the 
solution involves the ultimate supremacy 
of some one power or people, and the 
query is, How does the balance swing, 
towards the Slav or Saxon? To state ‘the 
Eastern question’ in its simplest form is to 
ask: Who shall control the destiny of Asia? 
Or, since the one involves the other: Who 
is to be the final arbiter in the destiny of 
the entire Eastern Hemisphere? 

“It was in this light that both Peter 
the Great and Napoleon viewed it. But to 
put the question as broadly as possible, it 
may be couched in better terms as follows: 
Who, among the nations, shall be ulti- 
mately dominant; that is, ‘possess the 
earth,’ even as it was promised unto Israel 
of old? For to rule the majority in morals, 
language, law, religion, finance, trade and 
commerce is certainly, at length, to be 
universally supreme in terrestrial affairs. 

“It is a military question of paramount 
importance, an historical one of deep 


philosophy and one whose romance may 
well fascinate the interest. In the whole 
range of military study we can name no 
topic that has received more attention 
than the so-called Anglo-Russian dispute; 
nor is there another which has become 
thereby so hopelessly confused. And yet it 
is a subject which admits of a most concise 
and graphic statement. 

“‘As we glance across the complete map 
of the vast Russian empire, it is statistically 
noticeable that the density of its population 
steadily increases from east to west, from 
Kamchatka to Lapland, until in Russia 
proper we find at least one-half collected. 
Another heavy fractional part, perhaps 
about a third of it, is in the Ural, Aral 
and the Caspian regions. Jts meridional axis 
trends southward through the Caucasus! When 
such a population rises in arms, and moves 
by its own weight, followed by the hordes 
which come in to hold what military acqui- 
sition gains for them, it will tend, of its 
own gravity, to follow the most direct lines 
— they lead towards Palestine! 

“The importance of the Caucasus in all 
future considerations of the Eastern Ques- 
tion cannot be overestimated. It is the 
veritable Russian ‘place of arms.’ Its forts 
and depots, camps and ports, roads and 
railroads, and its natural military re- 
sources, are not only of the utmost stra- 
tegical value, but are already prized at 
their full worth by the great power which 
is about to make its final and decisive effort 
for universal supremacy. 

“Viewing ‘All Russia’ as an army dis- 
posed for an advance southwards, it is thus 
seen to be heavily reinforced at its right- 
center, with its left and right wings some- 
what refused. At Odessa, upon the ex- 
treme right, there is a passive demonstra- 
tion always in progress, since this is the 
chief base of operation against Constanti- 
nople, or Europe, while at Merv there is 
an active demonstration upon foot, which 
is perpetually threatening Herat, or Asia. 
At times the balance of agitation swings 
from east to west as at the present moment, 
then back again, but never does Russia 
suffer the pendulum to come to rest upon 
the center of the arc, nor will she, until ready 
to detach it and give gravity its chance to act 
in an unexpected manner. 

“But let us take a nearer and more care- 
ful reconnaissance of this central position. 
The Trans-Caucasus, or Armenian posses- 
sions, formerly known as Georgia, shut in 
between two seas, and two ranges of moun- 
tains, forms, as it were, a secure téte de pont, 
well advanced beyond the general line of 
dispute, and into it, ready for debouche- 
ment, the pitched forces of Russia are 
quietly massing. 

““By constantly fomenting the uneasiness 
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either of Europe or Asia, at the extremities 
of her position, Russia has adroitly with- 
drawn attention from her powerful central 
place of arms, and now, whatever may be 
her intentions east or west, she is too secure 
to fear disturbance at the point most vital 
to all her deeply-laid and ambitious plans. 

“Lying midway between Merv and 
Odessa, where we would locate the widely- 
extended paws of the Russian monster, 
we shall term this Trans-Caucasus region 
the Head of the Bear, and cannot but view 
it as the main point of interest in all of its 
future movements. Its prominent southern 
feature is Mount Ararat, at whose base the 
Anti-Taurus mountains fade away, and 
through which the Euphrates breaks sug- 
gestively towards Palestine, while around 
its Eastern slopes the river Tigris flows into 
the open country, familiar to the tread of 
the armies of Babylon, Persia, Greece and 
Rome —the Universal Empires of the 
past! 

‘Who shall say that following the floods 
of some near spring, the Russian overflow 
shall not seek warmer lands, through these 
same passes, confident that, if they are 
gained — gates that are guarded now so 
poorly! —all other lands which Musco- 
vites desire must also ultimately fall to 
them.” 


When it is realized that all this was 
written before the twentieth century, 
it is a most remarkable outline of moves 
Russia is making today. But did Lieut. 
Totten foresee the Russian revolution 
that has placed in the hands of new 
leaders the planning and directing of 
the Russian hordes in the coming 
world conflict? In speaking of the com- 
ing of an inevitable crisis in Russia, he 
also wrote over half a century ago: 


“All the causes which led to the French 
revolution exist today in Russia. Nor, in 
view of the state of its upper classes, honey- 
combed with intrigue, conspiracy, nihilism 
and corruption, can we doubt there lacks 
more than an occasion to awaken such 
a one as Europe never saw. Anarchy is 
latent there, but sleeps with eyes already 
open. 

“In a sense this is fully realized by both 
Patriarch and Czar, and while each is 
specially concerned in devising means, if 
not to stem, at least to guide the storm and 
ride it safely, both have found their inter- 
ests common, and the object to be aimed 
at, one. The people must be occupied with 
war, and war must occupy the Holy Land. 
The frenzy of a nation, crazed by former 
centuries of untold oppression and dark- 
ness, but more sharply contrasted against 
the modern sunlight of real progress, 
awaits but for a leader like Napoleon, or 
Skobeleff, to be hurled into one of those 
periodical deluges of races from the North, 
which from time to time have inundated 
Europe. The flood is inevitable; already 
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do the Russian barriers begin to yield, 
and the questions which concern the rest 
of men are: Have the Romanoffs delayed 
too long? And are there other barriers able 
to withstand the storm?” (The Our Race 
News-Leaflet for February 1896.) 

The Romanoffs did delay too long 
and the predicted revolution has come 
and passed, with the Bolsheviks in 
power and now preparing to carry out 
a planned aggression that will have 
Palestine as its ultimate objective. The 
very gateway through which Lieut. 
Totten predicted they would move, in 
that southern drive, today finds the 
Russians there feverishly preparing for 
the day when the order will be given, 
sending these hordes southward to 
Palestine. 

If it were not for the fact that the 
above statements by Lieut. Totten 
were written so long ago, one might 
think them to be a report of present- 
day activities. The pendulum has 
indeed been swinging from east to 
west, and from west to east, and now 
the Kremlin is preparing to launch its 
armies into the Middle East through 
Iran and Iraq, using the gateway of 
the Caucasus for the main descent. 
Confirmation of the intensive prepara- 
tions now going on in this territory is 
furnished in a report by C. Ward Price 
from Astara, Northern Persia, pub- 
lished in the overseas edition of the 
London Daily Mail for August 13-20, 
1949. The report is as follows: 











“The Russians appear to be getting 
Maginot-minded. Along this southern 
front of theirs they are building substantial 
defense works, with concrete trenches, case- 
mates, minefields, barbed wire, and search- 
lights. Their troops are disposed in depth, 
as if to resist attack. It would be unwise, 
however, to draw premature conclusions 
from these facts. 

“In my talks with some of the highest 
officers of the Persian Army and Navy, 
they have emphasized the possibility that 
such ostensibly passive dispositions might 
mask preparations for a surprise attack. 

“I have had the closest possible view of 
this Russian set-up during a visit of several 
days which General Razmara, the alert, 
English-speaking Chief of the Imperial 
General Staff in Teheran, has permitted 
me to make to one of the most closely- 
guarded military zones in the world. No 
civilians, not even Persians, except the 
local peasantry, are allowed to approach 
within 50 miles of this highly sensitive 
stretch of Persia’s 1,500-mile frontier with 
Russia. The military attaches of foreign 
Powers are kept at a distance. 

“It is not so much a frontier as a front 
line. There is no traffic of goods or travel- 
lers across the border. It is patrolled, wired, 
and entrenched as thoroughly as were some 
sectors of the Western Front in the first 
Great War. 

‘This is as close to Russia as I want to 
go. For the first time I have seen Russian 
troops on Russian soil. A green-capped 
green-shoulder-strapped Soviet frontier 
guard has subjected me to scrutiny through 
fieldglasses at 50 yards’ range. 

“The frontier village of Astara stands 
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on the southwest shore of the Caspian Sea. 
It is divided into two parts by a little river 
of the same name, which is the interna- 
tional boundary. A wooden bridge, about 
30 ft. wide and 40 yards long, spans this 
stream. In the naiddle of it is a steel barrier 
consisting of a dozen panels about 12 ft. 
high, the lower half of which is solid and 
the upper an open grating. Above these 
the bridge is spanned by a wooden arch- 
way stretching from side to side. 

“Beyond this gateway is Russia. [Italics 
ours.] I was asked not to go nearer to it 
than about 20 yards, as the unusual sight 
of a civilian might agitate the Russians. 

“‘While we were there the two Soviet 
sentries on the farther half of the bridge 
kept their glasses fixed upon the two 
Persian officers and myself accompanying 
them. No one passes the gate in either 
direction, but occasionally the command- 
ing officers of the guards on either side 
have a conference through the grille, 
generally on the subject of cattle that have 
strayed across the line. At these interviews 
the Russian commander is always accom- 
panied by a political officer and another, 
as well as an interpreter. 

“TI paid several visits to this literal ‘Iron 
Curtain’ separating Soviet territory from 
Persia. On one occasion it was evening, 
and some of the Russian garrison, after 
bathing in the tepid waters of the Caspian, 
were sitting half naked on a wall. We drove 
up to the Persian end of the bridge in the 
jeep of the Persian colonel of the frontier 
guard. Immediately the Russians jumped 
down from the wall and lined the bank 
of the stream to stare at us. They were big, 
blond young men of the Slav type. All 
these troops along the frontier of Persia are 
recruited from distant parts of Russia. 
They have nothing in common with the 
frontier population among which they are 
posted, and which 100 years ago belonged 
to Persia. 

“Besides the five Soviet divisions on this 
northwestern border of Persia, with bat- 
teries of 6 m. guns and tanks and aircraft 
in reserve behind the mountains, there are 
two special corps of frontier troops, whose 
strength was recently increased. A 1,000- 
ton gunboat, carrying four guns, usually 
lies in the harbor at Astara. A railway 
leads down to this place from the interior of 
Russia, whereas the Persian Astara de- 
pends for its supplies on motor transport. 

“I got up at 2:30 in the morning to see 
the frontier by moonlight—for about 
three times a week the Russians have night 
exercises, with firing and searchlights. 
During my visit only the searchlights were 
working. They flooded the country inland 
and to seaward with well-diffused light, 
but were not turned into Persian territory. 

“Unlike the Afghan Government, who 
are so scared of the Russians that they will 
not allow their own people, or anyone else, 
to approach the frontier except at one 


point for an. official exchange of goods, the . 
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Persians not only hold their own ground in 
strength right up to the border but police it 
thoroughly. 

“By night, resemblance to the conditions 
of the first Great War was complete. A 
hoarse challenge would come apparently 
from nowhere. One of the patrol would 
advance and give the password in a low 
voice. Then a couple of Persian frontier 
guards would rise from the grass, where 
they had been lying unseen. 

“Persia’s 1,500-mile boundary with 
Russia is divided into three sections. In 
the west is Azerbaijan, with 365 miles of 
Russian frontage. Then comes the Persian 
coast of the Caspian, 550 miles long, and 
finally the two eastern Persian provinces 
of Gurgan and Khorasan, whose borders 
are 120 and 500 miles in length. 

“Along the whole northern edge of 
Persia, Astara is the most critical spot, for 
it would serve as the bridgehead for a Rus- 
sian landing on the south shore of the Cas- 
pian Sea. If the Russians ever attack Persia, 
it is expected that they will begin with 
mass parachute-drops on Tabriz, Kazvin, 
and Resht, the key towns of Northern 
Persia. 

“Only when these centers of communi- 
cation had been occupied, with the aid of 
the strong Fifth Column existing there, 
would the old-fashioned type of military 
attack, combined with a naval landing, 
be employed. Some shore-batteries and 
small motorboats make up the Persian 
defenses of the Caspian shore. The re- 
sources of the Persian Government could 
not cope with the naval strength that 
Russia could concentrate in support of an 
invasion. 

“‘There are about 15 Russian submarines 
permanently stationed in the Caspian — 
small craft of less than 1,000 tons. But 
what augments the Soviet Government’s 
power are the canals that have been dug 
to connect this land-locked sea with other 
Russian waters. Destroyers could be 
brought into the Caspian from the Baltic. 

“It would be a misnomer to call this one 


of the ‘Frontiers of Fear,’ the Persian Gov- 
ernment puts on too bold a front for that. 
But it is — with good reason — a Frontier 
of Vigilance.” 

After reading the remarks by Lieut. 
Totten and this report of military ac- 
tivities in the Caspian region, let us 
turn to Ezekiel’s prophecy and follow 
the Prophet’s remarks as he speaks of 
the coming of these hordes against Pal- 
estine, quoting a few of the verses in 
the 38th chapter of his book: 


“And I will bring thee forth, and all 
thine army, horses and horsemen... . 
Be thou prepared, and prepare for thyself, 
thou, and all thy company that are assem- 
bled unto thee, and be thou a guard unto 
them. . . . Thou shalt ascend and come 
like a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to 
cover the land, thou, and all thy bands, 
and many people with thee. .. . And 
thou shalt come from thy place out of 
the north parts, thou, and many people 
with thee, all of them riding upon horses, a 
great company, and a mighty army: And 
thou shalt come up against my people of 
Israel, as a cloud to cover the land; it shall 
be in the latter days, and I will bring thee 
against my land, that the heathen may 
know me, when I shall be sanctified in thee, 
O Gog, before their eyes.’’ (Ez. 38: 4,7,9, 
15-16.) 

Since prophecy is history prewritten 
and history is prophecy fulfilled, we are 
today witnessing the beginning of the 
fulfillment of this major prophecy in 
current world developments as Soviet 
Russia moves into position for the 
drive she will soon make toward Pal- 
estine.

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A-Bomb Will Destroy U. S. Unless?

George H. Earle, former Governor of Pennsylvania, served in the 
U. S. Diplomatic Corps during the recent war as Minister to 
Bulgaria, Naval Attaché in Turkey, and secret representative of 
President Roosevelt on Balkan affairs. In this special article Mr. 
Earle recalls the rise of Nazi power and couples his memories with 
a warning of a new menace in Communist Russia. 


Norte: This article was pulbished in Destiny for June 1947, 
following its original publication in The Philadelphia Inquirer for 
February 9, 1947. At the time many of our national leaders were 
skeptical, considering Mr. Earle unduly alarmed. However, now 
that Russia has the atomic bomb, we are republishing Mr. 
Earle’s warning, for it is in line with the utterances of the prophets 
who have declared that the evil intent of the godless leaders of 
Meshech (Moscow) is to precipitate a devastating and all-out 
war against God’s people. Certainly it is futile to expect the UN 
to prevent the Soviets from carrying out their evil design. 


Vienna, 1933 


Madame Blum, wife of the French Premier, asked me at 
luncheon what I thought France should do about the up- 
rushing power of Nazi Germany. I replied I had lived in 
Germany in 1911 and 1912 and the ambitious militarism 
of Hohenzollern Germany was as nothing compared to 
the vengeful lust of “‘room to live” of the Nazis. “‘March in 
immediately,” I said, “‘and occupy all Germany.” “But, 
Mr. Minister,” she said, “fit would cost 25,000 French 
lives.”

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And Now, What? 


The United Nations, which would be, if Bolshevist Rus- 
sia, the veto and the atom bomb did not exist, the greatest 
instrument for world peace, is hamstrung, crippled, help- 
less; yes, worse than helpless, the UN is a positive menace 
because all it can achieve is an agreement with Russia, 
worthless because Bolshevist promises are worthless, and 
lull America into a false sense of security.

LTHOUGH Mr. TRUMAN and, it is said, Mr. Churchill, 

A think Russia will give up her more ambitious 

plans, our observers continue to disagree. It is true 

that the Soviet Union is in many difficulties and faces 

plenty more and that it is unlikely Russia will finally 

succeed in her world ambitions; but that she can, or will, 

give them up short of a violent struggle of some kind is, 
in the opinion of our best advisers, most improbable. 

Moreover, while Russia’s weaknesses are to be noticed 
and can be increased by political action, her strength must 
be measured against them: ) Her affairs in the Far East 
are vastly prospering and she is within sight of an Empire 
of one thousand million people. 2) Despite the silence, she 
has, as reported by our service, made an atomic bomb and 
is successfully at work upon other scientific weapons of 
great importance which will make the practical use of the 
bomb more effective. 3) Her submarine fleet and arctic 
Air Force are of notable strength; both have been designed 
to fit into a most careful over-all strategic plan. 4) Her 
trained manpower for warlike purposes is very large and 
quickly available. 

Against this are the weaknesses of 1) both active and 
latent domestic political and social unrest, 2) trouble in 
the satellite states, and 3) the great long term uncertainties 
of Asiatic politics. The total manpower of the Atlantic 
nations is also great and their enormous industrial po- 
tential. 

The delicacy of this balance makes each new move on 
either side of first importance — and each is worth the 
closest scrutiny. This will become more and more true at 
least until 1952 when the critical point will be reached in 
the balance of power. Thereafter, events will cease to be 
in the nature of a build-up but will be acts in an historic 
decision. 

Special things to watch now are: 1) The Russian- 
sponsored German military “police.” This force comes 
from the units trained in Russia for some years. The 
existence of such a force, and its sponsorship by the Soviets 
and certain ranking German officers has been reported in 
these pages for several years. The result of this far-sighted 
Russian work is now beginning to show itself in Germany. 
A great deal more will be heard of it. 2) The political 
tendency of the Chinese Communists is still towards Rus- 
sia. Moreover, despite the fresh optimism of nationalists, 
continued Communist military success is bringing new 
issues very near to the point of crisis. Tibet (attention to 
the problems of which was considered odd when this 
service sent Count Amaury de Reincourt there in 1947) 
is in growing danger of indirect Russian control; Indo- 
China, Thailand, Malaya and Burma are all in extreme 
danger. 


The Burmese Problem 


A high ranking expert on Burma has just reported to 
this service that the Chinese Communists will find ready 
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help from Thakin Than Tun’s Burmese Communists who 
control central Burma. 

Events in Burma will move very quickly. The defense 
and security of India and Pakistan are deeply involved. 
It cannot be too heavily stressed that Burma, indirectly 
controlled by Russia, would form a most grave threat. 


Balkan Affairs 


The latest reports from and about Yugoslavia suggest 
that, at least for the time being, Russia may not be con- 
templating direct invasion — though troop movements 
and other preparations in the Balkans have been going on 
for months and are of an important kind. The Cominform 
authorities have ordered indirect pressure, backed by mili- 
tary preparations, as phase one of the attack on Tito. There 
is, if possible, to be an attempt on his life. This is due to be 
made within six months. 

Widespread sabotage has also been ordered and the 
Tito regime has taken measures to hide any such acts as 
far as possible. The power of the Cominform underground 
in Yugoslavia should not be underrated; it is well organized 
and amply supplied and has support in very high quarters, 
up to the level of, and including, ranking Government 
officials. 

Since August intelligence reports from Hungary show 
that there has been a steady call-up of individual soldiers. 
Efforts have been made to conceal the scale of military 
preparation which scarcely coincides with the widespread 
belief that all this is bluff. Since the harvest the call-up has 
increased. The age groups involved run up from 20 to 40. 
Furthermore, a paratroop division has been organized 
under mixed Hungarian and Russian command. Intensive 
training has taken place near Papa. Mine fields have been 
laid near the Austro-Hungarian frontier. 

Soviet motorized units are concentrated near Szom- 
bathely where whole residential quarters have been requi- 
sitioned for the headquarters of at least one division. These 
forces are equipped with the new T.42 tanks. There are 
some T.34 tanks near Nagykanizsa. 

Further warning of trouble for Persia and Turkey is 
necessary. These two areas are of first-class importance to 
Russia and she knows it. Both countries need the greatest 
possible help in the shortest possible time. They are both 
already key areas on the world strategic maps and will be 
headline news presently. 


American Foreign Policy 


In order to keep the general intelligence record a com- 
plete one, it is necessary to take notice of certain political 
changes in the United States: The bi-partisan approach to 
foreign policy has given place to a breach. Republican 
leaders no longer receive the full confidential information 
which used to be sent. Differences on Far Eastern policy 
are great. Not only do most Republicans disagree with the 
policy followed by the State Department, but there are 
differences within the Cabinet. 
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Mr. Acheson’s policy is viewed with profound disap- 
proval by the War Secretary, Mr. Louis Johnson. This 
colorful man is a political enemy of the Secretary of State 
in several matters. Johnson belongs to the rough-and- 
tumble of politics — Acheson to officialdom. The one is 
essentially an American — the other tends to be a Euro- 
pean. Johnson believes in cold action; Acheson in negotia- 
tion and a bargain. 

According to our information neither devaluation nor 
the Washington talks will provide a solution of the dollar 
shortage in the soft currency areas. If all possible measures 
could at once be taken without the slightest political com- 
plication on either side, it would be one of the miracles of 
history if the gap were bridged by 1952. How is it possible 
that by the time U. S. aid to Britain ends in 1952 the dollar 
gap can be bridged as the result of devaluation and the 
indecisive Washington talks? 

Indeed, there is not only ever-greater danger of a com- 
plete breakdown of the sterling area, but a strong tendency 
for a large extension of the hard currency area in terms of 
the British pound. 

It is important to differentiate between the powerful 
case for freeing the pound, after having made satisfactory 
arrangements for the holders of the sterling balances, and 
other vital plans and arbitrary devaluation unaccom- 
panied by any satisfactory measures whatsoever. It can be 
accepted as now absolutely certain that, after a short 
interval, a most grave crisis will shake the present British 
social system and political balance with extreme severity. 

It is first important to keep the over-all picture in mind. 
It shows that despite the gravity of the situation the world 
is only in a transitory crisis preceding what will probably 
be the greatest period of expansion in recorded history. 
The period of crisis, though likely to be severe, will be 
short. There is reason for thinking that the more acute 
phase will deepen in March 1950 and begin to end in 
1953. Then will come an era of freer trade and expansion. 

We have received a comment from a correspondent in 
South Africa who has had a long and distinguished career. 

He writes as follows: “In 1941-2 I gradually formed an 
opinion that the Middle East could no longer be defended 
from Egypt and that Kenya must become, at least, an 
empire, perhaps a world military base, if we are to survive 
in a war against eastern Powers. .. . 

“TI think Russia knows this; her agents came to Addis 
Ababa as soon as they could after the war. Kenya and 
Central Africa are to us what Siberia is to Russia —a 
great base inaccessible to the enemy. 

*“Mombassa and Dar-es-Salaam are its ports and naval 
bases, but Russian submarines based on the deep Persian 
Gulf would interfere seriously with them and a west coast 
Atlantic port is urgently needed. 

‘There is the picture as I see it — a great base in Kenya 
supported by heavy industries in the Rhodesias and safely 
linked up with Europe and American civilization through 
Walvis Bay and the Atlantic. 

“The Atlantic, held on both sides, will be our ditch and 
enemies will enter it at their peril. The Mediterranean 
ceases to be of interest to us and is useless to our enemies 
for war purposes.” 

The British Government, in fact, Mr. Attlee himself was 
given the fullest particulars of this project in January 1948. 
They have done nothing about it, not even by way of 
investigation, or an aerial survey of the proposed route. 
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This is typical of the extreme inertia of the Government. 

Unhappily, efforts to arouse interest amongst leaders of 
the Conservative Party met with polite indifference. A 
deadly apathy has attacked nearly all the political leaders, 
which only public opinion can break. It is extraordinary 
that while other countries — even Germany —are re- 
covering, Britain, bolstered by foreign loans, remains in a 
coma — though possessing immense untouched resources 
— and one of the most highly skilled populations in the 
world. 

Belgium 

The Belgian “Royal Question” will arise between now 
and Christmas in acute form. Belgium urgently needs a 
strong, capable king. Economic problems at home are 
obviously growing, despite great prosperity since the war. 
The Congo presents grave problems. Its rich resources, 
carefully planned Communist agitation and the general 
tendency for native political ambitions to awaken make its 
affairs a matter for high-grade statesmanship. It is certainly 
true that, if King Leopold had the support of a good pro- 
portion of the Belgian people, he would be the best man to 
lead the country through the difficult years ahead. 

It is astonishing that the charges of betrayal of the allies 
in 1940 remain. The documented facts completely dis- 
prove it. M. Reynaud’s charges can be dismissed without 
much argument. He fell into the temptation of accusing 
an allied Commander-in-Chief of responsibility for a gen- 
eral collapse of France — which was not a sudden calamity 
caused by the treachery of our ally — but the result of a 
long process in France. 

It is of great importance to record that General Wey- 
gand has recently told an exalted friend that he is willing 
at any time to give evidence that King Leopold in no way 
betrayed the allies — but, in fact, behaved with all the 
gallantry and correctness of a loyal allied Commander-in- 
Chief. This historic evidence will be of first importance 
and news of its availability is exclusively given here for the 
first time. General Weygand is ready to speak when asked. 

The Regent does not wish the King to return. He is not 
a neutral in this case. He wants his brother to abdicate and 
Prince Baudouin to be proclaimed King. It is guessed by 
well-informed observers that he would then say that the 
Prince is not yet old enough to rule. 

At the wedding of Princess Elizabeth a world-famous 
Empire soldier-statesman told a friend of King Leopold 
how deeply he admired the King and begged that a warm 
message be sent him. After a few days the two met again 
and the statesman said: ““Oh, by the way, don’t give my 
message to King Leopold; I have been talking to his 
brother and he has convinced me. I never wish to hear of 
the King again.” Not one scrap of evidence; no ¢lear 
accusation; but an extremely important friend lost. Noth- 
ing is easier than for those in power to speak in an authori- 
tative way about “‘the dossier,” “if only I could show you 
the files,’ and the damage is done — regardless of the 
facts. It has happened hundreds of times in politics.

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Standing Guard in the Night 


OUGHOUT THE CENTURIES of 
Christian witnessing there have 
been three distinct types of ac- 

tivity by which men and women, 
called and led of the Holy Spirit of 
God, have proclaimed the truth. 
These may be designated thus: 1) The 
Fishing Period, 2) The Hunting Pe- 
riod, 3) The Watchman Period. 

The following discussion of the Fish- 
ing and Hunting Periods will be in the 
nature of a review because a great deal 
has already been written concerning 
these periods of witnessing during the 
Christian Dispensation. It is, never- 
theless, necessary to mention these 
facts again here because they are 
preliminary to the conclusions which 
follow relative to the Watchman 
Period. 

It is well to bear in mind that none 
of these periods are wholly confined 
within chronological limits so that 
they have an abrupt beginning and 
ending. They all overlap, but in each 
case, as the emphasis on one type of 
activity diminishes, the phase to follow 
commences to come to the forefront. 


The Fishing Period 


By far the greatest number of years 
have been devoted to the Fishing 
Period, during which the disciples of 
our Lord and His Church willingly 
gave their time and energy to pro- 
claiming the Gospel of personal salva- 
tion. This phase of the Gospel has been 
the predominant theme of the leaders 
of the Church for many centuries. 
Through the followers of our Lord, 
His Holy Spirit has been calling men 
and women to repent of their sins and 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour ever since the day 
that the Great Commission was given 
to the disciples. 

The call to repentance is most im- 
portant insofar as the individual is 
concerned, for without the acceptance 
of Jesus Christ as personal Saviour, 
no one can hope to attain full citizen- 
ship in the Kingdom of God. Peter 
set the tempo of this message at Pente- 
cost when he said: 

“Repent ye therefore, and be converted, 
that your sins may be blotted out, when the 
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By HOWARD B. RAND 


times of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord; and he shall send 
Jesus Christ, which before was preached 
unto you: Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the mouth ofall 
his holy prophets since the world began.” 
(Acts 3: 19-21.) 

This Gospel message will always 
be of paramount importance in de- 
fining personal relationships with God 
through His Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 


Fishers of Men 


A study of history reveals that the 
period of fishing for men reached a 
definite climax about the middle of 
the 19th century. Indeed, that climax 
was punctuated by the expectation of 
the return of the Lord when, at that 
time, men seriously considered that 
the year for the Second Advent had 
arrived. While the advent did not 
take place as expected, the Advent 
Movement spearheading this expec- 
tation was in itself a chronological 
signpost of great significance. 

It fulfilled in detail our Lord’s 
parable depicting the beginning of the 
tarrying period when the Ten Virgins 
went out to meet the bridegroom and, 
because He delayed His coming, they 
all slumbered and slept. As stated in 
Study in Daniel: 

‘From 1844 on came the tarrying period 
in accord with the parable of the wise and 
foolish virgins who, having gone out to 
meet the Lord, found His coming had been 
postponed to a later date. ‘While the 
bridegroom tarried, they all slumbered 
and slept.’ Following the 1844 expectancy, 
there came a great falling away; neverthe- 
less, the importance of 1844 in prophecy 
and in relation to chronology cannot be 
overstressed. Regardless of what men have 
said, prophecy was not disproved in the 
apparent failure on that date, but rather 
it demonstrated man’s inability to always 
determine the type of event destined to 
bring about fulfillment.” (Study in Daniel,* 
page 387.) 

A Call For Hunters 


If the above analysis is correct, then 
with the beginning of this period of 
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slumber, we should find that a new 
type of activity began to develop and 
come to the forefront in Christian 
witnessing to fulfill the requirements 
which would identify the next promi- 
nent phase of witnessing in the Chris- 
tian Era. Jeremiah informs us that the 
Fishing Period was to be followed by 
the activity of the hunters, for through 
this Prophet the Lord said: 


“Behold, I will send for many fishers, 
saith the Lord, and they shall fish them; 
and after will I send for many hunters, 
and they shall hunt them from every 
mountain, and from every hill, and out of 
the holes of the rocks. (Jer. 16: 16.) 


Who is it that these hunters are 
seeking? It is none other than those 
who were lost to the knowledge of their 
identity — the ten-tribed Kingdom of 
Israel. They are the “lost sheep” of 
the House of Israel. The following ex- 
cerpt from Study in Jeremiah helps to 
identify the hunters and the quarry 
they seek: 


“Who are these fishers and hunters and 
what is the particular task each is to per- 
form in the respective fishing and hunting 
periods? The sending of these two groups 
designated as fishers and hunters indicates 
that these are two entirely different meth- 
ods by which an appeal would be made to 
Israel. A fisherman patiently waits as he 
undertakes to snare the fish in a net or 
catch it on a line, but the hunter tramps 
through the woods and over the hills and 
mountains, exerting energy and strength 
as he travels in search of his especially 
selected prey. Actually, Jeremiah pro- 
phetically referred to the two distinct 
phases of the Gospel in their respective 
appeals to Israel for the purpose of bring- 
ing them back to covenant relationship 
with God. The first would require fishers 
and the period of their fishing is clearly 
defined by the events of the Gospel Age. 
The second would require hunters and the 
period of their activity would be at the end 
of the Gospel Age. This is demonstrated by 
the activities of those who have sought to 
establish the identity of Israel in these last 
days, hunting out the evidence and tracing 
Israel from Palestine throughout her years 
of wanderings to the present time.” 
(Study in Feremiah,* pages 81-82.) 
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John Wilson 


Modern interest on a large scale in 
the subject of the identity of the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples with the ancient 
Northern ten-tribed Kingdom of Israel 
began in the middle of the nineteenth 
century with John Wilson, a con- 
temporary of William Miller of advent 
fame. Wilson formulated the historical 
and prophetical arguments upon which 
the Israelitish origin of the Anglo- 
Saxon race is demonstrable. Thus, as 
the Fishing Period reached its zenith, 
with the Advent Movement under 
Miller calling attention to the soon 
coming of our Lord, the Hunting 
Period was inaugurated by John Wil- 
son who began to point out the 
marks of identification which have en- 
abled men to seek out and find the 
House of Israel in the world today. 
Since the days of Wilson a distin- 
guished company of writers have ex- 
plored every nook and corner of Bible 
truth concerning this people and have 
traced the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples 
back through history to their original 
home in Palestine. 


Searching the Records 


The hunters have been very active 
during the last one hundred years, 
with the result that the evidence of the 
identification and responsibility of the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples as the 
Israel of God today has been estab- 
lished beyond the possibility of honest 
refutation. They have painstakingly 
searched the records of both the 
Scriptures and secular history and, in 
the light of their findings and testi- 
mony, Israel stands revealed before 
the modern world. The task of the 
hunters is now largely completed and 
the Anglo-Saxons, or J-Sac-Sons, or 
sons of Isaac, are shown to be the lineal 
descendants of their father Isaac 
through the Northern ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel. The chronological, his- 
torical and biological evidences prove 
beyond a shadow of doubt that these 
facts are so. 

Because the Church as an organiza- 
tion has failed to comprehend the sig- 
nificance of the true identification of 
Israel today, either through refusal to 
investigate or because of antagonism 
towards the work of the hunters, thou- 
sands of Christian men and women are 
failing to realize the magnitude and 
greatness of the Gospel of the King- 
dom. Nevertheless, in spite of this 
opposition, the search has gone on and 
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the call is increasingly going out to the 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples to awaken 
to their Israelitish identity and to keep 
judgment and do justice in accordance 
with the righteousness of the Divine 
law so that equity and peace may be 
established throughout their lands. 


Israel Found 


During the years of fishing, when the 
Gospel of personal salvation was being 
proclaimed, there was gathered into 
the net Israelites, Gentiles, and the 
heathen as well. It was a message to 
the individual and the call was, “‘Who- 
soever will, let him come.” The way 
was opened for Israel to be recove- 
nanted to God under the terms of the 
New Covenant and for the Gentiles 
and the heathen to accept Jesus Christ 
as their personal Saviour. 

Throughout the Hunting Period, 
however, the nature of the message 
changed. It became national in scope 
and Israel was sought and found as a 
nation and a company of nations. 
Through a national awakening to their 
responsibilities as the Israel of God, the 
way will be prepared for righteousness 
to be made manifest to all nations. This 
is the objective of the Gospel of the 
Kingdom, which has been proclaimed 
throughout the Israel lands as the 
hunters complete their search for the 
“lost sheep” of the House of Israel. 
The search upon every mountain and 
upon every hill has not only revealed 
Israel to herself, but it has been a wit- 
ness to all the nations that God has 
kept His promises and fulfilled His 
covenant, made with Israel at Mount 
Sinai. When His people finally accept 
the facts, and the nations believe the 
witness, the proclamation will be 
fulfilled: 

“Arise, shine; for thy light is come, and 
the glory of the Lord is risen upon thee. 
For, behold, the darkness shall cover the 
earth, and gross darkness the people: but 
the Lord shall arise upon thee, and his 
glory shall be seen upon thee. And the 
Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings 
to the brightness of thy rising.” (Isa. 60: 
1-3.) 

Gross darkness is now enveloping 
the earth and already it has engulfed 
the countries behind the iron curtain, 
its murky flood of injustice and tyr- 
anny rising like a tide to overflow into 
many other lands. But apart from the 
political and economic lies and decep- 
tion which stream forth from Moscow, 
there is also the darkness of unbelief 
that has all but blotted out genuine 


faith throughout all Christendom, 
resulting in the greatest apostasy the 
world has ever known. This, too, is 
the result of subtle deception and per- 
version emanating from professors, 
theologians and theological seminaries 
which have accepted doctrines spawned 
from the bottomless pit as the acme of 
scholarship. 

But the hunters have been working 
and during this period of great apos- 
tasy they have brought to light evi- 
dence that substantiates the Bible as 
the Word of God written. The events 
soon to follow the revelation of Israel 
to herself and to the world will bring 
a great spiritual revival in the Israel 
lands and a desire on the part of the 
nations around to learn of her ways 
and to accept the justice and equity 
made possible under the administra- 
tion of the laws of righteousness. 


Divine Compulsion 


However, before this revelation be- 
comes an accepted fact, modern Israel 
is destined to pass through a period of 
terrible tribulation, the intensification 
of this time of trouble being made in- 
evitable by the studied opposition of 
Christian leaders to the proclamation 
of the Gospel of the Kingdom. Through 
sorrow and suffering Ezekiel’s proph- 
ecy will be fulfilled: 


‘And I will cause you to pass under the 
rod, and I will bring you into the bond of 
the covenant: And I will purge out from 
among you the rebels, and them that 
transgress against me.” (Ez. 20: 37-38.) 


The Hunters’ Work Completed 


With the beginning of the twentieth 
century the work of the hunters was 
completed. The identity of modern 
Israel had been established and only 
those who refused to accept the over- 
whelming and irrefutable evidence 
compiled and tabulated by the hunt- 
ers continued in their unbelief. With 
the beginning of World War I, and 
the taking of Jerusalem by General 
Allenby in 1917, the rapid fulfillment 
of ancient prophecies left the doubters 
without excuse. Modern Israel entered 
the predicted conflict against the de- 
scendants of ancient Assyria and the 
first phase of world conflict ended with 
the knowledge that peace had been 
taken from the earth, never to be re- 
stored again permanently until the 
Prince of Peace returns to take over 
the Throne of His father David and 
reign over the House of Jacob forever. 


DESTINY 


A Call For Watchmen 


Just as the Fishing Period ended in 
the middle of the nineteenth century 
with the premature proclamation of 
the coming of the Bridegroom, so the 
Hunting Period began to wane with 
the taking of peace from the earth as 
the result of World War I. The type of 
message to be given to Israel again 
changed with the changing times. God 
called for watchmen to be placed over 
the House of Israel to warn them of the 
coming of the sword. The nature of 
the responsibility that rests upon each 
watchman is explained by Ezekiel: 

“But if the watchman see the sword 
come, and blow not the trumpet, and the 
people be not warned; if the sword come, 
and take any person from among them, he 
is taken away in his iniquity; but his blood 
will I require at the watchman’s hand.” 
(Ez. 33: 6.) 

As stated in “‘Along the Highway of 
Prophecy,” Part I, Destiny for Sep- 
tember 1949: 


“Who are these watchmen in Israel 
today? They are all those who understand 
the Gospel of the Kingdom and are aware 
of the identity of the people of the King- 
dom. They are therefore in a position to 
recognize the enemies of the Kingdom of 
God. Ezekiel himself is a type of these 
watchmen and it is to them that the Lord, 
through Ezekiel, is speaking when He 
says: 

** *T have set thee a watchman unto the 
house of Israel; therefore thou shalt hear 
the word at my mouth, and warn them 
from me.’ (Ez. 33: 7.)” 

When the first phase of world con- 
flict came to an end in 1918, the Rus- 
sian Revolution brought the Bolsheviks 
to power in Russia and thus the foe of 
whom God had warned had arisen. 
This is the enemy who is ultimately 
destined to attack His people in these 
latter days. With the manifestation of 
the modern representatives of Gog, it 
became necessary that the watchmen 
warn the House of Israel against the 
foe whose main object is their annihila- 
tion. This was the enemy of whom God 
spoke through Ezekiel when He said: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; Art thou he 
of whom I have spoken in old time by my 
servants the prophets of Israel, which 
prophesied in those days many years that 
I would bring thee against them?” (Ez. 
38: 17.) 

Sanguinary Conflict 


In this coming conflict world issues 
are to be decided for millenniums to 
come and, because the enemies of His 
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Kingdom people are now determined 
to destroy them, it is essential that 
they be aroused to the seriousness of 
the situation. Then, too, in order to 
escape the planned destruction, mod- 
ern Israel will need God’s full pro- 
tection; otherwise, they will face over- 
whelming defeat. There is only one 
way to be assured of such Divine help, 
which is through obedience to God’s 
laws and in keeping the requirements 
of His Covenant. Because this is so, the 
first duty of the watchmen is to call 
Israel’s attention to their responsibility 
because they are the Israel of God 
today. The Hunting Period has re- 
vealed the people whose forefathers 
promised God that they would be true 
to the responsibilities He required of 
them. But in that revelation they are 
found to be sadly wanting. 


Ancient Oath 


When our forefathers were organ- 
ized into a Kingdom at Mount Sinai, 
Moses brought word of what God re- 
quired of them: 

‘And all the people answered together, 
and said, All that the Lord hath spoken 
we will do. And Moses returned the words 
of the people unto the Lord.” (Ex. 19: 8.) 


God’s Requirement 


In the light of that promise God now 
requires that modern Israel keep the 
oath of their forefathers and obey all 
His laws, for only thus can He give 
them the needed protection against 
an enemy seeking their destruction. 
This is the message the watchmen 
began to proclaim, pointing out the 
responsibility of modern Israel to ob- 
serve the requirements of their God- 
given constitution. The following is 
worthy of serious consideration: 

“Let it be noted here that Israel’s ene- 
mies are never victorious over her because 
they are righteous but because Israel is 
sinning, while Israel’s enemies are never 
defeated because they are evil but because 
Israel is righteous. In other words, the 
defeat or victory of Israel’s enemies de- 
pends upon the spiritual condition of 
Israel. By this spiritual condition we are 
not referring to the individual as such, 
though his relationship to God is impor- 
tant, but rather to the nation in its ad- 
ministration and observance of all His 
laws. . . . When His people are doing all 
He requires of them, ‘Then I will be an 
enemy unto thine enemies, and an adver- 
sary unto thine adversaries. For mine Angel 
shall go before thee’ (Ex. 23: 22-23).” 
(Digest of the Divine Law,* page 166.) 
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Prophets of Doom 


The task of the watchmen is a lonely 
one, for often those who should sup- 
port them shun them as “prophets of 
doom.” Few are willing to uphold 
their hands by keeping company with 
them during the period of the night 
watch. Multitudes also among those 
whom they are commissioned to warn, 
because their message is most upset- 
ting, become their adversaries and 
enter the conflict against them. It is 
not a pleasant task to warn of evil to 
come, for men dislike to hear un- 
pleasant truth and are seldom willing 
to face disturbing facts. This is particu- 
larly so when they have to do with the 
ultimate outcome of the evil they do. 
Nevertheless, the failure to face the 
issues will in no way prevent the com- 
ing of judgment, and this is the mes- 
sage the watchmen must give today. 


A Lonely Watch 


The prime requisite for the watch- 
man is vigilance; he must be constantly 
alert in the performance of his duties. 
A night watchman will tell you that 
the hours he dreads most in his lonely 
task are those between midnight and 
dawn. ‘The minutes drag until it seems 
as though each one is an hour in 
length as the watchman scans the 
eastern horizon for evidence of the 
coming of light to signal the dawn of a 
new day. It is a time when it is most 
difficult to keep awake and in the still- 
ness of the night the watchman must 
resist the increasing desire to sleep. 
Paul recognized this tendency to 
sleep, or become indifferent, when he 
warned: | 

‘Therefore let us not sleep, as do others; 
but let us watch and be sober. For they that 
sleep sleep in the night; and they that be 
drunken are drunken in the night.” (I 
Thess. 5: 6-7.) 

The hours between midnight and 
dawn are also a time of evil and this is 
equally applicable to the time of dark- 
ness as the age comes to a close. In 
“The Night Cometh,” Destiny for 
March 1949, the chronology of the 
night of darkness of the age is dealt 
with in full detail: 

“The midnight hour, when the witnesses 
ascend, is followed by the darkest period of 
the night and is symbolically associated 
with the coming of the night of darkness 
when no man can work. It is during this 
period of the night that the spirits of evil, 
malignant and terrifying, go forth from 
the bottomless pit to do their ultimate evil 
work: 
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“* ‘These disembodied spirits, chained in 
darkness, are unable to bear the light, but 
when the full shadow of the sun engulfs 
the earth at the midnight hour, they ap- 
parently can ascend from the abyss and do 
come forth for a short time each night.’ 
(Study in Daniel, page 401.) 

“When the midnight hour of the ages is 
reached, and the Light of the world is 
withdrawn for a season, all hell will break 
loose in an orgy of terrorism and destruc- 
tion, for evil will know that its time is 
short and the day of judgment has come. 
All this will contribute to make the Great 
Day of the Lord terrible.” 


Thus, as the hour of attack ap- 
proaches, the task of the watchman 
becomes even harder. There are not 
only the national enemies of Israel 
to contend with, but there are the 
satanic forces the individual must 
guard against. Paul mentioned this 
when he described the type of armour 
the watchman must wear: 


“For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places.” (Eph. & 12.) 


Many watchmen have had encoun- 
ters with these powers and they have 
personal knowledge of the nature of 
the opposition to be faced as they 
stand guard in the night: 


“Tf he finds himself in keen suffering and 
anguish, he knows that it is ‘the hour and 
power of darkness;? and learns by the 
suffering they cause that they are unmerci- 
ful, as well as evil; intensely evil; nothing 
but evil; aiming at nothing but evil, and 
with all the power they are able to wield, 
endeavoring to draw him into evil, dog- 
gedly, silently, persistently, wickedly, al- 
ways at work; actuated by undying 
hatred and malice against the human race. 
Enemies they are, and will be. What they 
are they were, and what they were, they 
are still — evil, and evil only.” (War on the 
Saints, p. 256.) 


Who Will Believe? 


As we patiently await the dawn of 
a new era, it is essential to continue to 
proclaim the facts and sound the alarm 
in an endeavor to arouse as many as 
possible to the imminence of coming 
conflict, for the enemy will strike be- 
fore the breaking of the new day. But 
who will believe the report? 


Thousandfold Opposition 


The ecclesiastical opposition in the 
past to the activities of the hunters is 
increased a thousandfold against those 
whom God has today constituted 
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watchmen to the House of Israel. To 
this ecclesiastical opposition is now 
added that of the antagonism of our 
national leaders, who are refusing to 
heed the warning against the enemy 
within and without our borders, to 
whom many are giving aid and com- 
fort. 

Prophecy and chronology clearly 
indicate that this is the generation 
upon which the end of the age has 
come. Gog of the land of Magog, chief 
prince of Meshech, or Moscow, is 
preparing to attack God’s people. Yet 
it is most difficult to convince men 
that an age is rapidly coming to its 
close, with the events outlined in the 
38th and goth chapters of Ezekiel 
about to be fulfilled in all their detail. 
However, Joel the Prophet, recogniz- 
ing the imminence of the Great and 
Terrible Day of the Lord in our gen- 
eration, prophetically addressed the 
watchmen in Israel today, admonish- 
ing them: 


“Blow ye the trum pet in Zion, and sound 
an alarm in my ho!y mountain [among the 
Kingdom people]: let all the inhabitants 
of the land tremble: for the day of the 
Lord cometh, for it is nigh at hand.” 


(Joel 2: 1.) 
Interesting Parallel 


Let the watchman take courage, for 
his turn of duty is soon to end. With 
the coming of the events of the Great 
and Terrible Day of the Lord, his work 
will be done. To all those who are in- 
clined to become discouraged because 
they find themselves alone, or the 
doors of the churches closing to them, 
the situation confronting Jeremiah un- 
der similar circumstances should give 
courage to continue their efforts. This 
Prophet of the Lord was called upon 
to proclaim a message of doom to his 
generation and, as a result, he faced 
extremely trying times. He was con- 
cerned about conditions prevailing 
then and he prayed: 


“© Lord, thou knowest: remember me, 
and visit me, and revenge me of my 
persecutors.” (Jer. 15: 15.) 


The following quotation from Study 
in Jeremiah shows a discouraged prophet 
because of persecution and opposition 
to the message God had commissioned 
him to give: 

“The Prophet [Jeremiah] reminded the 
Lord that he suffered rebuke for His sake. 
He had found and embraced God’s words 
which were sweet and pleasant to him, but 
because of the stand he had taken, he was 


derisively labeled a prophet and subject to 
continued persecution. Jeremiah referred 
to the fact that he had never joined the 
assemnbly of the revelers or merry-makers, 
but instead he sat alone because of the task 
God had assigned him. It was his lot to 
endure all kinds of indignities from those 
whom he had been commissioned to warn, 
and because this was so, the Prophet said 
his torment was like the perpetual pain of 
an incurable wound. His despair led him 
to question the Lord: 

**Wilt thou really disappoint me, like 
a stream that runs dry?’ (Jer. 15: 18, 
Moffatt Trans.) 

“Under the pressure of loneliness the 
Prophet, in a moment of complete dis- 
couragement, questioned the fulfillment of 
the messages God had directed him to 
declare to Judah. For years he had been 
prophesying of disaster to come, but the 
delay in fulfillment had made him an ob- 
ject of mockery. As a result he had reached 
the limit of his endurance and murmured 
against the Lord to the extent that he 
stood in danger of being dismissed from 
service as a prophet. 

“God called upon Jeremiah to return 
to Him and cease his murmurings in order 
to be reinstated as His spokesman, but he 
gave the Prophet no assurance whatever 
of relief from pressure. Patience was the 
paramount requirement in waiting, for the 
verdict of time would finally bring full 
justification. 

“The Lord informed Jeremiah he was 
not to go to the people any more. That 
phase of his mission was completed. From 
that time on he was to wait and let the 
people come to him, for those who had 
refused to listen in the past would, under 
pressure of coming evil conditions, be com- 
pelled to eventually turn to him for guid- 
ance and assistance.” (Study in Jeremiah, 
pages 78-80.) 


Day of the Lord 


The day is coming when, as in the 
time of Jeremiah, once again people 
will seek those whom they have de- 
spised and listen to the message they 
formerly rejected because it was dis- 
turbing to them. They will be driven 
to do so out of fear, for the Day of the 
Lord is: 


**A day of darkness and of gloominess, 
a day of clouds and of thick darkness.” 
(Joel 2: 2.) 


Joel speaks of that Day as very terri- 
ble and asks the question, ‘Who will 
be able to abide it?” As a result of the 
people becoming willing to do what 
God requires of them under the pres- 
sure of such a time, the call will go 
out to repent and rend the heart and 
not the garment, and turn to the Lord

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A National Convocation 


CONVOCATION which met at 
the close of a very eventful period 
of Israel’s history was called by 
Joshua, the Prime Minister and Com- 
mander-in-chief of the nation. Joshua 
had succeeded to this position of au- 
thority at the death of Moses, which, 
as you will remember, took place at 
the end of the 40-year wanderings of 
Israel in the wilderness after their re- 
demption from the bondage of Egypt. 
The first task of Joshua and the people 
had been the conquest of the land of 
Canaan, and this, by the grace and 
guidance of Almighty God, had been 
successfully completed. The Canaanite 
tribes — with the exception of Gibeon 
with whom an unfortunate treaty had 
been made in contradiction to the 
Divine injunction relative to such 
pacts — had been defeated. The land 
had been divided according to God’s 
direction among the tribes, and the 
nation could look forward to a period 
of expanding prosperity. 

It was under these circumstances 
that Joshua called a national convo- 
cation. In his address to the people, 
recorded in the 24th chapter of the 
book that bears his name, Joshua laid 
before them a glorious epitome of their 
past history. He reminded them of 
their bondage in Egypt and recalled 
to their attention the covenant re- 
lationship which had been created by 
God with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 
He reminded his hearers that their 
forefathers, the previous generation, 
had been redeemed from Egypt, of 
God’s mighty doings in connection 
with the exodus, and of their subse- 
quent life in the wilderness for the 
forty years of Moses’ leadership. 

Then he went on to recapitulate 
what had taken place in connection 
with the conquest of Canaan, com- 
mencing with the passage of the Jordan 
River and the fall of Jericho. Now that 
the people were settled in the land, he 
reminded them that they were the 
recipients of the Divine promise: 


“T have given you a land for which ye 
did not labour, and cities which ye built 
not, and ye dwell in them; of the vineyards 
and oliveyards which ye planted not do ye 
eat.” (Joshua 24: 13.)

They were not to overlook the fact 
that all these things were made pos- 
sible with little or no effort on their 
part and they were to always re- 
member that their security and pros- 
perity came from the Lord. In fact, 
the whole emphasis of Joshua’s words 
was to recall the many demonstrations 
that it was God Himself who had 
wrought gloriously in their behalf 
throughout their entire history. The 
key to their continuing prosperity lay 
in their firm resolve not to forget this. 

Then came the great exhortation: 


“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve; whether the gods which your fathers 
served [before Abraham’s time]. . . . or 
the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord.” (Joshua 24: 15.) 


The response of the people was im- 
mediate, indicating how well they 
understood what the Lord had done 
for them: 


“And the people answered and said, 
God forbid that we should forsake the 
Lord, to serve other gods; For the Lord our 
God, he it is that brought us up and our 
fathers out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did those 
great signs in our sight, and preserved us 
in all the way wherein we went, and among 
all the people through whom we passed: 
And the Lord drave out from before us all 
the people, even the Amorites which dwelt 
in the land: therefore will we also serve the 
Lord; for he is our God.” (Joshua 24: 
16-18.) 


Thereupon, Joshua immediately 
pointed out to the people that they 
could not serve the Lord and also 
worship the strange gods of the peoples 
about them. He threw down the chal- 
lenge to them that they must make a 
choice and the people responded, 
“Nay, but we will serve the Lord.” 
This was what Joshua was waiting to 
hear and he brought the national 
convocation to its conclusion: 


“And Joshua said unto the people, Ye 
are witnesses against yourselves that ye 
have chosen you the Lord, to serve him. 
And they said, We are witnesses. Now 
therefore put away, said he, the strange 
gods which are among you, and incline 
your heart unto the Lord God of Israel. 


And the people said unto Joshua, The Lord 
our God will we serve, and his voice will 
we obey. So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a statute 
and an ordinance in Shechem. And Joshua 
wrote these words in the book of the law of 
God, and took a great stone, and set it up 
there under an oak, that was by the sanctu- 
ary of the Lord. And Joshua said unto all 
the people, Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us; for it hath heard all the 
words of the Lord which he spake unto us: 
it shall be therefore a witness unto you, 
lest ye deny your God. So Joshua let the 
people depart, every man unto his in- 
heritance.” (Joshua 24: 22-28.) 


That the subsequent history of the 
nation was a direct falsification of the 
declaration of the people, we know 
and, correspondingly, the periods of 
genuine security and prosperity which 
they were able to enjoy were of short 
duration indeed. This fact applies 
right up’ to the present time. 

The question of moral choice, 
whether regarded in the individual or 
national sense, is not one of compulsion, 
but of choice. God has given to man 
freedom of will and the right of moral 
choice, which apply both individually 
and nationally. Personally, every one 
of us knows the choice he or she has 
made. Also, everybody ought to re- 
alize the choice that has been made in 
the past nationally, for we are today 
engulfed in the chaotic conditions that 
are the direct result of the choice made. 
That brings us to the application of 
the historic incident to which we have 
referred to present world conditions. 

From every section of the civilized 
world — and by the “‘civilized world” 
I am referring particularly to Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, with special ref- 
erence to the British Empire and Com- 
monwealth of Nations and the United 
States of America, the modern House 
of Israel — we are hearing of the im- 
minent collapse of the economic sys- 
tem. Meetings of Commonwealth and 
U. S. financial experts are being held, 
with more conferences to follow, to 
discuss the world economic situation. 
Various proposals are being made 
with reference to the solution of the 
problems of trade between the coun- 
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tries in the so-called “dollar and 
sterling areas.” 

It has been said that the only pos- 
sible way for Great Britain to avoid 
complete collapse — consequently to 
avert a similar condition in the sterling 
area, comprising most European coun- 
tries — is by the way of devaluation of 
the pound. Others have said that there 
should be an increase in the price of 
gold (which they still foolishly regard 
as the one and only standard of value) 
and, on top of all this, there are con- 
flicting opinions in relation to the best 
means of readjusting what is called the 
balance of trade. 

If ever there was an occasion when 
it was absolutely necessary to call a 
national convocation to consider the 
present crisis, it is now. When I talk 
about a national convocation, how- 
ever, I am not for a moment thinking 
of such gatherings as those of Com- 
monwealth prime ministers, financial 
experts and world economists. Neither 
am I thinking about such things as 
political conferences, or even of church 
conventions. I am thinking of what 
will yet have to be called: a true na- 
tional convocation during which there 
can be placed before the assembled 
peoples the real reason for present 
conditions, the only means of escape 
from such conditions, and the urgent 
necessity of steps being taken at once 
to bring into being an economic sys- 
tem that will be the means of produc- 
ing equity and justice in all human 
relationships, which will, in turn, re- 
sult in the enjoyment of genuine uni- 
versal peace and social security. 

Will such a national convocation be 
summoned? Probably not yet, but 
certainly before very long, because the 
exigencies of conditions which at pres- 
ent exist and will develop with ever- 
increasing pressure will make it ab- 
solutely essential. We will be compelled 
to face up to this fact, that the present 
world chaos, the threat of war, the 
complete inability to establish peace, 
and the collapse of the economic sys- 
tem, are all due to one cause, and one 
cause only, namely: we have nationally 
chosen to turn our backs on God and 
the Divine law. Thus, we have trav- 
elled the road which ends in the morass 
in which we are now floundering. 

We have experimented with every 
type of philosophy, of government, and 
economic system. In the lifetime of this 
generation we have experienced the 
full effect of two world wars and their 
aftermath, yet we have not learned

our lesson. The Prophet Isaiah says, 
speaking of the Lord, “When thy 
judgments are in the earth, the in- 
habitants of the world will learn 
righteousness” (Isa. 26: 9). We ought 
to know by this time that we have been 
experiencing God’s judgments, but we 
have not yet learned righteousness. 

It has been said that the worst be- 
setting sin of Anglo-Saxondom is the 
love of easy money. In many cases it 
takes the form of the demand for some- 
thing for nothing. This demand may 
be manifested on the race course or at 
the stock exchange, or by the demands 
of people upon governments to dis- 
pense so-called “free”? services, which 
are always given at the expense of 
other people. This failing is evidenced 
in many ways by the demand for ex- 
cessive profits, demonstrated not only 
in the exhorbitant prices which have 
to be paid for ordinary necessities, to 
say nothing of so-called articles of lux- 
ury, but also in the inordinate de- 
mands made for remuneration for less 
time and less work. The whole of the 
troubles in this particular sense have 
resulted from a false appreciation of 
what is the true standard of value. 

As a nation we have largely forgot- 
ten God. We might as well admit it, 
for it is a fact. It is true that there is 
still a minority of people who, because 
it is largely the respectable thing to do, 
continue to maintain their affiliation 
with various sections of organized re- 
ligion. But it is also true that, insofar 
as any definite stand with regard to the 
national declension from obedience to 
the Divine law is concerned, in re- 
lation to the various phases of every- 
day activity, very little is being said or 
done within the ranks of organized 
religion. Thus, we see ever-recurring 
breaches of God’s law, especially re- 
garding the Sabbath. This flagrant 
violation of the Law of the: Lord is not 
only in connection with the desecration 
of the weekly Sabbath, but in con- 
nection with the whole of the sabbatic 
principle. This, as I have pointed out 
on other occasions, applies with special 
reference to the land, which is, it is 
unanimously admitted, the founda- 
tion of all industrial and economic 
activity. 

The time has come, indeed, for the 
calling of a national convocation to 
consider all these things. The matter 
to be discussed is, after all, compara- 
tively simple. It involves the necessity 
to discover why we are in the current 
condition of chaos and, having an- 


swered that question—and it must 
be answered soon — to face the next. 
What is the only way out? 

To get down to the root of the 
matter, it will be found necessary to 
go back to the source of authoritative 
information relative to our national 
history, and this is the Bible, God’s 
Word Written. There we will find the 
very clear and definite statement that 
national obedience to the Divine law 
is the only way in which the enjoy- 
ment of peace and social security, to 
use the general terms, can be gained. 
To use more specific and simpler terms, 
we find it definitely stated that the 
enjoyment of food, shelter and cloth- 
ing for the great mass of people de- 
pends, in the long run, upon the in- 
dividual and national desire to realize 
and understand the full implications 
of the whole function of the Kingdom 
of God on earth. We must learn to 
put first things first, and it is not an 
extraneous interjection to say, upon 
the authority of the Bible itself, that 
the first condition for a stable economy 
is obedience to the vital command- 
ment, “Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with all thy 
soul and with all thy mind,” and, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself.” 

Let it be remembered that the hu- 
man family is the unit of civilization, 
and that it is the only conceivable 
purpose of civilization in all its aspects 
and activities to provide for the needs 
of the human family. These needs are 
simply summed up in food, shelter, 
clothing and the opportunity for genu- 
ine mental and spiritual development 
in harmony with God and His laws. 
You have only to think for a moment 
or two about present conditions to see 
how civilization has failed. As it was 
recently put by a writer in the Covenant 
Message for Southern Africa: 


“Our food is devitalized and the very soil 
in which it must be grown is wasting or 
blowing away. Our shelter — well, observe 
the housing problem for yourselves. Our 
clothing is priced beyond our means.” 


As for the opportunities of mental 
and spiritual development, a great 
deal could certainly be said. In a report 
recently issued by the Chief Civil 
Service Commissioner of Great Brit- 
ain, on the quality of the candidates 
for the British Civil Service coming 
from the ranks of university graduates, 
it was said that 40% of them were too

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Economic Shock Waves

HE PRIMARY BURDEN of the 1936- 

1953 period has been that of 

Divine compulsion applied to 
human institutions in order to force a 
breakdown which will once and for all 
sweep away accumulated error and 
permit the establishment of a stable 
and peaceful world order based on 
sounder and saner procedures. This 
basic purpose has been steadily pro- 
ceeding toward fulfillment. 

All the events of these turbulent 
years must be viewed in relation to the 
central theme. It will not do to deal 
merely with surface manifestations — 
the wars, the unrest, the social up- 
heavals. These are but means to the 
ultimate objective. The headlines take 
on meaning and significance as the 
separate events are seen in relation to 
the preordained goal. 

The scope and precision of the mas- 
ter-plan become progressively clearer 
as the pattern unfolds. The two phases 
of World War II — European and 
Far Eastern — drained Britain’s re- 
sources and imposed a staggering bur- 
den of debt upon the United States. 
The continuing cold war compelled 
the United States to maintain defense 
expenditures at a high level while at 
the same time underwriting vast relief 
and counter-Communist programs all 
over the world. Meanwhile, the July 
1945 British election placed in power a 
Socialist government which aggra- 
vated Britain’s plight by undertaking 
expensive welfare schemes and na- 
tionalization of basic industries at a 
time when economy and redoubled 
efficiency were imperative. 

Portents of what is to come have 
been evident for some time in the 
steady decline of the global economic 
outlook. But in September shock waves 
of the impending upheaval rocked all 
nations following the devaluation of 
the British pound. Repercussions of 
this move will spread far and wide as 
strained and weakened national econo- 
mies feel its impact. Among the first 
results was a grave governmental 
crisis in Britain itself. 

A study of the chart will show how 
the principal developments of the 
four-week period fit precisely into the

context of the unfolding panorama. 
Two dates of World War II are noted 
— the United States declaration of war 
against Japan on December 8, 1941 
and the November 6, 1942 invasion of 
North Africa. The fateful Yalta Con- 
ference communique of February 12, 
1945 is an initial date of the sequence, 
as is the August 18, 1945 Reconversion 
Directive of President Truman. Trac- 
ing out the patterns reveals graphically 
how the Master Tactician is weaving 
the various phases of the world crisis 
in order to achieve the foretold ob- 
jective. 

Tension continued high in the 
Balkans. The chart and article last 
month noted Marshall Tito’s August 
23 diplomatic dispatch which offered 
to end the feud provided Russia kept 
hands off Yugoslav affairs. This 
month’s chart adds the information 
that August 23 fell 2 x 286 days lunar 
after Western Germany’s bizonal gov- 
ernment was proclaimed on February 
6, 1948. The latter date, in turn, 
marked the solar terminal of 7 x 270 
days after the Allied invasion of North 
Africa on November 6, 1942 (center of 
chart). 

Czechoslovakia further clouded the 
picture in Southeastern Europe on 
August 31 by suddenly closing its 
border with Austria. Diplomats viewed 
the move with concern because Soviet 
troops were reported to be maneuver- 
ing near the Yugoslav border to the 
south. As noted, the date marked the 
mean terminal of 2 x 286 days after 
February 6, 1948. 

Marshal Tito’s government won 
further economic assistance from the 
West on September 8 when the United 
States loaned twenty million dollars to 
Yugoslavia through the Export-Im- 
port Bank. The loan was granted 
primarily to rehabilitate Yugoslavia’s 
mining industry. In approving it, the 
United States hoped to encourage 
further defections from the Soviet 
bloc, a policy which has not been too 
successful in the past. Even in the case 
of Yugoslavia the policy may backfire 
should the Moscow-Belgrade schism 
end in one of those sudden policy shifts 
which Communist countries perform 


from time to time with such ease. 

Announcement of the Yugoslav 
loan came on the solar terminal of 2 x 
286 days after February 6, 1948. 
Refer to the center of the chart and 
note the significant pattern of Yugo- 
slav-Balkan moves covered by the 
three dates of the 2 x 286 cycle. 

Yet another gloomy summary of 
Europe’s progress under the Marshall 
Plan came in a report released by two 
top officials of the Recovery Program 
on September 1. No hope for attain- 
ment of European self-sufficiency by 
1952 was offered, nor was a solution 
to the dollar problem in view. 

The September 1 date upon which 
the Marshall Plan report was released 
fell 420 days after July 8, 1948. On the 
latter date — solar terminal of 1040 
days after the Truman Reconversion 
Directive — American railroads were 
turned back to private ownership fol- 
lowing settlement of the wage dispute 
which had resulted in government 
seizure to prevent a crippling nation- 
wide strike (upper half of chart). 

Representatives of Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States met in 
Washington on September 7 to seek 
a solution to the British financial crisis. 
United States leaders came prepared 
to insist that Britain reciprocate for 
any assistance granted by undertaking 
reforms aimed at increasing British 
industrial efficiency and improving 
Britain’s position in world trade. How- 
ever, what few concrete proposals the 
British offered were mild palliatives 
rather than sweeping remedies. 

The opening date of the crucial 
Washington Monetary Conference was 
notably marked. It fell 420 days solar 
after July 8, 1948 and, therefore, 1040 
plus 420 (both solar) after the Truman 
Reconversion Directive of August 18, 
1945. September 7, 1949 was also 
7 x 120 days lunar after June 2, 1947 
when the United States cut off credits 
to Hungary following the coup which 
placed the Communists in power there. 
It was also 7 x 120 days solar before the 
January 7, 1952 terminal of 2520 days 
after the Yalta Conference communi- 
que issued on February 12, 1945. 
Most significant of all, September 7, 
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1949 marked the solar terminal of 
1260 days after the first meeting of the 
International Monetary Conference 
opened in Savannah, Georgia on 
March 9, 1946. The IMC, a contriv- 
ance of the Bretton Woods Conference, 
was one of several international proj- 
ects through which men undertook 
to calk a doomed world economy. 

As the Washington talks proceeded, 
the United States agreed to spur pro- 
ductive investment in sterling area 
countries as an aid to hard-pressed 
Britain. This was on September 10, a 
date 7 x 120 days lunar after June 5, 
1947 when Secretary of State Marshall 
advanced his plan for European re- 
covery. As noted on the upper half 
of the chart, the 1947 date was 666 
days lunar after the August 18, 1945 
Reconversion Directive. 

A ten-point accord for meeting 
Britain’s dollar crisis was announced 
as the monetary talks ended on Sep- 
tember 12. Only emergency steps were 
comprised in the agreement, no perma- 
nent solution to the crisis being forth- 
coming. Britain did not undertake to 
remedy those policies and procedures 
which price British goods out of world 
markets. 

The terminal date of the Washing- 
ton parley — September 12 — fell on 
the third day made perfect of the lunar 
7 x 120 cycle extending from June 5, 
1947. September 12 was also 666 days 
lunar after the London conference of 
Big Four foreign Ministers opened on 
November 25, 1947. The latter date, 
in turn, fell 286 plus two days after 
peace treaties with former German 
satellites were signed on February 10, 
1947 (upper half of chart). 

The entire world economic structure 
was plunged into turmoil on Septem- 
ber 18 when Great Britain announced 
drastic devaluation of the pound to 
$2.80. Eight other countries followed 
Britain’s lead at once, while others fell 
in line on subsequent days. In taking 
this fateful step the British were 
gambling on getting increased dollar 
earnings under way before the in- 
evitable effects of rising prices at home 
were felt. Otherwise, the benefits of 
devaluation would be negated. 

Remarkably significant time-cycles 
set Britain’s devaluation move in the 
unfolding story of these years of judg- 
ment, precisely connecting it to both 
the opening and the closing dates of 
the King’s Chamber period (bottom 
of chart). Of particular interest is the 
fact that September 18, 1949 was 
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exactly 10 x 286 plus 7 x 270 days after 
the nations entered the “Hall of 
Judgment” period on September 16, 
1936. Likewise noteworthy is the tie-in 
which links September 18, 1949 to 
July 26, 1952. The latter date will 
mark the solar terminal of 2520 days 
after the July 26, 1945 election which 
placed Britain’s Labor Government in 
power. Policies of the Attlee adminis- 
tration played a dominant role in 
hastening the current crisis, and the 
1040 plus 2 cycle linking September 
18, 1949 with July 26, 1952 indicates 
that the devaluation move is a fateful 
step toward the coming denouement. 
As noted, July 26, 1952 will be 390 
plus 2 days before the King’s Chamber 
period closes on August 20, 1953. 

September 18, 1949 was also 120 
days after the German rail strike 
opened on May 21, 1949. The latter 
date marked the lunar terminal of 
10 x 1290 days after Germany opened 
World War I on August 1, 1914. The 
“warning” of economic woes implicit 
in the news of May 21, 1949 was 
sharply consummated when Britain 
devalued the pound at the close of a 
120-day period. 

Repercussions of the British de- 
valuation came immediately. After an 
emergency cabinet meeting the French 
government decided to place the franc 
on the free market to seek its own level. 
There were hints of official resentment 
against Britain’s “snap decision” to 
devalue. One French source termed 
the British act “‘unfriendly.” 

Fear, hope and confusion were min- 
gled as the British home front reacted 
to the devaluation move. Former 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
demanded that Parliament be called 
into session to debate the situation 
(September 19). 

These developments in France and 
England came 7 x 120 days after the 
United States cut off credits to Hun- 
gary on June 2, 1947 (lower half of 
chart). They were also 7 x 120 days 
before the January 7, 1952 date which 
will fall 2520 days after the Yalta 
Conference communique of February 
12, 1945: 

Of outstanding significance is the 
fact that September 19 was exactly 
1290 days after the World Money 
Parley opened on March 9, 1946. As 
the chart indicates, 1260 days solar 
from this same 1946 date brought the 
September 7 Washington monetary 
conference. 

It is of interest to note that the 2520 


days from February 12, 1945 to Janu- 
ary 7, 1952 subdivide into three 
periods of 7 x 120 days. Both inter- 
mediate dates set by these cycles — 
June 2, 1947 and September 19, 1949 
— brought crucial developments. 

The devaluation upheaval hit deep 
into Britain’s Labor Party as open 
revolt threatened among workers an- 
gry at the prospect of higher prices 
along with the Government’s hold-the- 
line wage policy. On September 22 
Prime Minister Attlee summoned Par- 
liament to meet in emergency session 
on September 27 and debate Britain’s 
economic crisis. This British move 
came 7 x 120 days after Secretary of 
State Marshall set forth his European 
Recovery Program on June 5, 1947 
(upper half of chart). 

Chain-reaction developments stem- 
ming from British devaluation will 
continue in the months ahead. Ineffi- 
ciency and falling production have 
plagued Britain in whatever industries 
she nationalized, while her expensive 
program of social services inflated the 
cost of goods produced. Devaluation 
will not cure these basic factors of her 
plight. 

September 19 brought several events 
not noted on the chart. The United 
States served formal notice on Bul- 
garia, Rumania and Hungary that 
they would be arraigned before the 
United Nations on charges of violating 
human rights clauses of Second World 
War peace treaties. The State Depart- 
ment in Washington also announced 
that Russia had agreed to resume nego- 
tiations on an Austrian peace treaty. 
Efforts of the Foreign Ministers’ depu- 
ties to agree on this issue ended in 
failure on September 1 as Russia con- 
tinued to hedge on principles it had 
accepted at the Paris Big Four meet- 
ings in June. 

Military government rule in West- 
ern Germany formally ended on Sep- 
tember 21 when the occupation statute 
was proclaimed in effect and the three 
Western military governors became 
high commissioners. Thus, the West 
German Republic began operations at 
a time when the world economic 
situation makes its path tortuous. As 
noted at the top of the chart, Septem- 
ber 21 was 666 days after the London 
Conference of Big Four Foreign Minis- 
ters opened on November 25, 1947. 

Flurries of uneasiness swept the 
public on September 23 when Presi- 
dent Truman revealed that an atomic 
explosion had occurred in the Soviet 
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Union. Informed circles had known for 
some weeks that Russia had begun 
producing the atomic bomb, but this 
was the first time any government 
gave the least inkling of the ominous 
fact to its people. The announcement 
set the world situation into a new and 
graver context, since sole possession 
of the bomb by the Western powers 
acted as a positive deterrent against 
Soviet aggressiveness. 

President Truman’s announcement 
came 286 days solar after December 
7, 1948 and also 286 days after De- 
cember 11, 1948 (not charted). The 
latter date marked the solar terminal 
of 2520 days after the United States 
declared war against Germany and 
Italy on December 11, 1941. 

Mounting economic difficulties be- 
set the United States. Late September 
brought a nation-wide shutdown of 
the coal mines, but a steel strike was 
postponed while labor and manage- 
ment sought to negotiate upon terms 
of a report framed by the President’s 
fact-finding board. The board did not 
advise a wage increase but favored non- 
contributory pensions for the workers. 
The steel companies strongly opposed 
the non-contributory provisions. The 
fact-finders reported on September 10, 
the date noted on the chart as 7 x 120 
days lunar after June 5, 1947. 

In the Far East, meanwhile, Com- 
munist armies pressed ever closer to 
the Nationalist government’s provi- 
sional capital of Canton. Complete 
Communist control of China moved 
one step nearer on September 21 when 
Mao Tze-tung, Chinese Communist 
commander, proclaimed the establish- 
ment of a “People’s Republic of 
China.” Thus, the red shadow darkens 
over China as events follow this now- 
familiar pattern. 

Noted at the top of the chart is the 
most significant fact that the Mao 
Tze-tung proclamation came 286 plus 
2 days after December 7, 1948. It was 
on the latter date that the Com- 
munist campaign in China shifted into 
high gear as Red armies trapped 250,- 
ooo men of the Nationalist garrison 
defending Suchow. 

The exceptional chronological sig- 
nificance of December 7, 1948 has 
been covered in previous articles. The 
data will be found summarized in an 
editorial on page 404 of the December 
1948 issue of Destiny and again on the 
chart appearing on page 427 of the 
December 1947 issue. This month’s 
chart repeats only the 666-day cycle 
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connecting December 7, 1948 with 
February 10, 1947. 

Just previous to the Mao Tze-tung 
proclamation, the Republic of Korea 
appealed to the United Nations for 
military aid to protect it against Com- 
munist encroachment. Already threat- 
ened by strong Communist forces in 
Soviet-puppet North Korea, the infant 
Korean Republic is placed in a yet 
graver position by the Communist 
sweep through China. 

The appeal from Korea came on 
September 19. Data given on the 
lower half of the chart fixes the date 
as 7 x 120 days after June 2, 1947 and 
7 x 120 days before January 7, 1952. 
Not included in the chart is the fact 
that September 19 was 286 days after 
December 7, 1948. 


Nationalist China placed its case 
before the United Nations General 
Assembly on September 22. The date 
fell exactly 7 x 120 days after June 5, 
1947 when Secretary Marshall out- 
lined his program for defeating Com- 
munism through economic assistance 
to European nations. No other single 
event could have so dramatically high- 
lighted the present world situation as 
the Chinese delegate’s appeal. Com- 
munism has been held in Europe only 
to erupt in the Far East as an irre- 
sistible flood sweeping toward vast 
strategic triumphs. 

The Chinese appeal plunged the 
United Nations into deepest gloom. 
Impotent to halt aggression, the inter- 
national organization could see plainly 
the handwriting on the wall, spelling 


out a doom similar to that which over- 
took the League of Nations. 
Troublous months loom as the judg- 
ment process proceeds steadily and re- 
lentlessly. Dismay and confusion may 
be rife in the multitudes, but not 
among those who understand the 
Guide To These Times provided by 
the Master Strategist.

lacking in personality and intelligence 
to be fit for the service, and the ex- 
aminers wondered how some of them 
would ever earn livings. And what is 
the cause of it all? Forgetfulness of 
God and His laws, coupled with the 
wrong use of moral choice! 

There are those people who have 
tried to serve two masters, which is 
impossible, for Jesus says, ““Ye cannot 
serve God and Mammon.” So a na- 
tional convocation will yet have to be 
called in which the specific ultimatum 
placed by Joshua before the people 
of Israel will have to be proclaimed. 
The nation will have to decide and 
reply to the exhortation, “Choose ye 
this day whom ye will serve.”

tage to reproach, that the heathen should 
rule over them: wherefore should they say 
among the people, Where is their God? 
Then will the Lord be jealous for his land, 
and pity his people. Yea, the Lord will 
answer and say unto his people, Behold, 
I will send you corn, and wine, and oil, 
and ye shall be satisfied therewith: and I 
will no more make you a reproach among 
the heathen: But I will remove far off from 
you the northern army, and will drive him 
into a land barren and desolate, with his 
face toward the east sea, and his hinder 
part toward the utmost sea... . Fear 
not, O land; be glad and rejoice: for the 
Lord will do great things.” (Joel 2: 15-21.) 


The time has come when the Israel 
nations, as a whole, must be reminded 
of the absolute and inexorable neces- 
sity to make a national choice between 
service to Almighty God and service 
to Mammon. To all thinking people 
everywhere it should be perfectly evi- 
dent that during the lifetime of the

Mishandling The Scriptures 


ARE LIVING in a day when 
\ \ truth has fallen by the way- 
side, when the teaching of 


many erroneous doctrines is accepted 
as factual by the unthinking, increas- 
ing the general confusion so in evidence 
on every hand. The Evil One is the 
father of confusion and, unfortunately, 
he has been able to secure champions 
of his cause among many professing 
Christians — and some among those 
who are propagating the Gospel of 
the Kingdom are unwittingly doing 
his bidding. 

When dealing with spiritual truths 
in the study of the Bible, it is always 
well to remember that the Devil is a 
past master at quoting the Scriptures, 
giving those quotations a twist that 
will serve his purposes. Whenever we 
find the Scriptures being misused, or 
quoted in a manner that does not fit 
in with the context, the shadow of the 
cloven hoof is in the background. All he 
is interested in is to prevent the truth 
from being accepted and he knows 
this can be very effectively accom- 
plished by causing confusion through 
misquotation and misuse of the Scrip- 
tures. 

Our attention has recently been 
drawn to statements being made by 
men who should be on guard against 
this kind of deception. There is a new 
claim abroad that Jesus Christ is not 
of the tribe of Judah but is instead 
of the tribe of Levi. While those who 
are lending themselves to the publica- 
tion of this misinformation think they 
are separating Jesus Christ from the 
renegade Jew who is today undertak- 
ing to usurp His authority and lay 
claim to His inheritance, actually they 
are doing the Devil’s work of endeavor- 
ing to destroy His inherited rights. 
If He is not the Lion of the Tribe of 
Judah, then He has no claim whatever 
to the Throne of David. 

Let those who have been disturbed 
by these subversive teachings carefully 
note the positive statements of the 
Scriptures which prove beyond a 
shadow of doubt that Jesus Christ our 
Lord was the one whom John later saw 
in vision as worthy to open the sealed 
book held in the right hand of Him 
who sat on the Throne. He is called: 

“The Lion of the tribe of Juda, the Root 
of David.” (Rev. 5: 5.) 
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In the closing statements of the Book 
of Revelation, Jesus Christ Himself 
states: 

“TI am the root and the offspring of 


David, and the bright and morning star.” 
(Rev. 22: 16.) 


During our Lord’s ministry a con- 
troversy arose over the question as to 
whether He was a prophet or the 
Christ and His enemies, who ques- 
tioned the possibility of the Messiah 
coming out of Galilee, argued: 


“Hath not the scripture said, That 
Christ cometh of the seed of David, and out 
of the town of Bethlehem, where David 
was?” (John 7: 42.) 

Turning to Psalm 132 we read: 

“The Lord hath sworn in truth unto 
David; he will not turn from it; Of the 
fruit of thy body will I set upon thy 
throne.” (Ps. 132: 11.) 


Peter referred to this when he said 
of David: 


‘Therefore being a prophet, and know- 
ing that God had sworn with an oath to 
him, that of the fruit of his loins, according 
to the flesh, he would raise up Christ to 
sit on his throne.” (Acts 2: 30.) 


Commenting on this passage, The 
Companion Bible points out in a foot- 
note that God would raise one up of 
the line of David who would sit upon 
God’s throne. 

During the temptation of our Lord 
in the wilderness, the Devil quoted 
Scripture for a purpose and these men 
who are trying to disinherit our Lord 
also quote Scripture for a purpose. 
But the Lord answered the Devil with 
Scripture, so let us answer those who 
would subvert the truth in the same 
manner. Let us deal with a few of 
the misquotations these men have 
made of the Scriptures. 

Because Elisabeth, a Levite, the 
wife of Zacharias the Priest, also a 
Levite, and Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
were called cousins (Luke 1: 36), we 
are told that Jesus was the son of a 
Levite, for Mary must have been of 
the tribe of Levi. Actually, the rela- 
tionship between Elisabeth and Mary 
could have resulted from an earlier 
intermarriage, or intermarriages, be- 
tween ancestors of Mary and Elisa- 
beth. Thus, they would be cousins by 
marriage and not by tribal relation- 
ship. The Companion Bible suggests that 


the word “cousin” be _ translated 
*“*kinswoman.” 

Jesus Christ was called of God to be 
a high Priest after the Order of Mel- 
chisedec (Heb. 5: 10). This fact alone 
disproves the contention that He was 
a Levite, for the Levites paid tithes to 
Melchisedec (Heb. 7: 9-10). Not only 
was this so, but the writer of Hebrews 
was well aware that Jesus Christ was 
not a Levite, nor connected with the 
Aaronic order of Priesthood, for he 
states: 


‘Further, if the Levitical priesthood had 
been the means of reaching perfection (for 
it was on the basis of that priesthood that 
the Law was enacted for the People), why 
was it still necessary for another sort of 
priest to emerge with the rank of Melchize- 
dek, instead of simply with the rank of 
Aaron (for when the priesthood is changed, 
a change of law necessarily follows)? He 
who is thus described belongs to another 
tribe, no member of which ever devoted 
himself to the altar; for it is evident that 
our Lord sprang from Judah, and Moses 
never mentioned priesthood in connection 
with that tribe. This becomes all the more 
plain when another priest emerges re- 
sembling Melchizedek, one who has be- 
come priest by the power of an indissoluble 
Life and not by the law of an external com- 
mand; for the witness to him is, Thou art 
priest for ever, with the rank of Melchize- 
dek.” (Heb. 7: 11-17, Moffatt Trans.) 


To teach that Jesus Christ is of the 
tribe of Levi in the face of this clear 
testimony by the writer of Hebrews 
that He is of the tribe of Judah is 
presumption without parallel in the 
subversion of the Scriptures. 

Two geneological tables are given 
in the New Testament for the parents 
of Jesus: Matthew gives one and Luke 
the other. One of these is that of Mary. 
We believe, as set forth in the appendix 
to Study in Feremiah,* that the gene- 
alogy given by Matthew is that of 
Mary, but, regardless of which one is 
taken to be that of the mother of 
Jesus, both of them show the descent 
from David who was of the tribe of 
Judah (Matt. 1: 3, 6; Luke 3: 31, 33). 

However, apart from all this, it is 
sufficient evidence to establish the 
truth of our Lord’s ancestry that the 
Apostles, under the inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, declared that Jesus Christ

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is of the House of David and is the 
Lion of the tribe of Judah. This should 
be conclusive in itself to settle the 
question in the mind of the believer 
in Holy Writ. When we turn back to 
the genealogical tables in the Old 
Testament, we are given the posterity 
of Judah, and the descent from the 
head of this tribe to David, the son of 
Jesse, is clearly shown (I Chron. 
2: 3-15). 

just as surely as David was of the 
tribe of Judah, so our Lord Jesus Christ 
is the Lion of the tribe of Judah. But 
this in no way makes Jesus a Jew, for 
many of the tribe of Judah never were 
Jews. Here again it is essential to care- 
fully take note of the fact that there are 
separate and distinct groups of people 
who can claim a common origin in the 
tribe of Judah but who, in the course 
of history, lost all resemblance to one 
another, some of whom became com- 
pletely unaware of their ancient an- 
cestry in common. This forgetfulness 
of ancient ancestors is not confined to 
branches of the tribe of Judah alone, 
but is in evidence among the descend- 
ants of the rest of the tribes of Israel, 
including the larger group of Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples. So today, as 
stated by Isaiah (Isa. 25: 7), a veil is 
spread over all nations, but this cover- 
ing that conceals origins and identities 
of men and nations will one day be 
removed. 

It is well to remember that, out of 
the twelve tribes of Israel, God selected 
the tribe of Judah to receive the 
sceptre: 

“The sceptre shall not depart from Ju- 
dah, nor a lawgiver from between his feet, 
until Shiloh come; and unto him shall the 
a» of the people be.” (Gen. 49: 
10. 

An exponent of the erroneous theory 
of a Levitical origin for our Lord cites 
this verse to sustain his declaration 
that Judah was to ultimately lose the 
sceptre, that, passing from Judah to 
Jesus Christ, it would pass into the 
hands of one who was not of the tribe 
of Judah. Such a theory is merely an 
assumed hypothesis without sustaining 
evidence to support it. Let us read this 
verse as translated directly from the 
Hebrew into the English language by 
Ferrar Fenton: 


“The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, Or the Giver of Law from between 
his feet, Till peace arrive, and the nations 
obey him. —” 


Moffatt renders this statement: 
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“The sceptre never passes from Judah, 
nor ever the staff of sway, till he comes into 
his own, and makes the clans obey.” 


Smith and Goodspeed translates it: 


“The sceptre shall never depart from 
Judah, Nor the staff from between his 
feet, Until his ruler comes, To whom the 
peoples shall be obedient.” 


In other words, during the interim 
between the giving of the sceptre to 
Judah and the day when universal 
peace shall be established under the 
coming ruler —a man of the line of 
Judah whom all people will obey — 
the wielding of the sceptre and the 
giving of the law shall be Judah’s 
prerogative. Those who are trying to 
make it appear that the line of Judah 
would not furnish the final ruler, who 
is Jesus Christ, are wresting the 
Scriptures to their own confusion. 

But after selecting Judah as the 
tribe to wield the sceptre, God made a 
further selection by taking out of that 
tribe the House of David as the actual 
family of the tribe of Judah who would 
exercise kingly prerogatives. ‘The House 
of David was established as the royal 
line and no one of any of the other 
families of Judah was to exercise regal 
authority and power. Thereafter the 
tribe of Judah was divided into two 
houses — the House of David and the 
remainder of the tribe, known as the 
House of Judah. From the day God 
selected the House of David as the 
royal line, a marked distinction began 
to develop between the royal seed of 
David and those who were of the 
House of Judah. In the course of his- 
tory the evidence of this became ap- 
parent, for the House of David was set 
apart for the specific purpose of fur- 
nishing rulers who were to wield the 
sceptre. Jt must be remembered that there 
are no Jews in the House of David. 

The question consequently arises, 
From whence then came the Jews? 
In order to present the answer to this 
question, let us first review the history 
of the House of Judah, their captivity 
in Babylon and the returning remnant 
who constituted the citizens of the 
Nation of the Jews. The House of 
Judah and the tribe of Benjamin con- 
tinued in Palestine until Nebuchad- 
nezzar beseiged and destroyed Jerusa- 
lem and the Temple, after which he 
carried them away captive to Babylon. 
Prior to this, certain men of the rulers 
and members of the House of David 
had been carried to Babylon where 
they were residing long before this 





great deportation took place. The im- 
portance of the presence of this royal 
remnant in Babylon in the Divine plan 
is discussed in Study in Jeremiah, pages 
123 to 128. 

At the end of seventy years after the 
beginning of the Babylonian captivity, 
a remnant returned from Babylon of 
all the captives carried away by 
Nebuchadnezzar. In the course of time 
the Nation of the Jews was established 
in Palestine, composed of families 
from the House of Judah, the tribe of 
Benjamin and some of the descendants 
of the House of David. As pointed out 
in Palestine: Center of World Intrigue: * 


“The name designating the nation as 
the Nation of the Jews came into being 
following the return of a remnant of the 
House of Judah and the tribe of Benjamin 
from Babylonian captivity where they had 
been taken by Nebuchadnezzar. This na- 
tion was so designated because it became 
the nation of the religion of the Jews. That is, 
the term Jew, in addition to designating a 
descendant of the forefather Judah, from 
then on applied to all, regardless of race, 
who adhered to the Jewish religion. This 
Nation of the Jews was composed of many 
who racially were not Jews at all and chief 
among those who were not Jews racially in 
our Lord’s day were the Galileans who 
were of the tribe of Benjamin. However, 
because the term Jew also designated a 
religious belief which they held before the 
coming of Christ, they are often referred 
to as Jews. In the rejection of Jesus Christ, 
it was the Jews racially of the Nation of 
the Jews who refused to accept Him, while 
the Benjamites, or Galileans, became His 
followers and disciples.” 


At the time of the return from the 
Babylonian captivity, many of those 
who were racially Jews, and therefore 
of the House of Judah, intermarried 
with the Hittites and other Gentile 
peoples who were residing in the land. 
These intermarriages were severely 
condemned by both Ezra and Nehe- 
miah. The results of these intermar- 
riages contributed to produce the ra- 
cial type and characteristics which we 
today associate with the people desig- 
nated as Jews. The tribe of Benjamin 
and the House of David took no part 
in these forbidden intermarriages and 
therefore did not partake of the racial 
mutation that has followed the Jews 
from that time to the present day. It is 
perfectly correct, then, to say that 
Jesus Christ, who is of the House of 
David and of the tribe of Judah, is 
not a Jew racially.

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When, to all this, is added the 
further fact that many of the Eastern 
European Jews have neither a racial 
nor a historical connection with Pales- 
tine, but are the direct descendants of 
the people of the Khazar Kingdom of 
the 12th century, the evidence for the 
non-Jewish lineage of our Lord is even 
more definitely established. In Pales- 
tine: Center of World Intrigue there ap- 
pears a quotation from a published 
statement by Mr. Benjamin Freed- 
man, himself a Jew: 


“The Khazars were a non-Semitic, 
Turko-Finn, Mongolian tribal people who, 
about the 1st century A.D., emigrated from 
Middle Asia to Eastern Europe. There 
they created one of the largest kingdoms 
of their time. At its greatest extent it cov- 
ered an area of about 800,000 square 
miles. About the 7th century A.p., the King 
of the Khazars adopted Judaism as the 


state religion, and the majority of in- 
habitants joined him in the new allegiance. 
Before that date there was no such thing 
as a Khazar who was a Jew. Neither then 
nor since was there such a thing as a 
Khazar whose ancestors had come from 
the Holy Land. The Semitic people who 
established Judaism in Palestine many 
centuries before the Khazars became con- 
verts to the Hebrew faith, did mostly 
emigrate from Palestine. But none of them 
emigrated to the Khazar Kingdom far to the 
North.” 


Jesus Christ is all that the Scrip- 
tures declare Him to be—of the 
lineage and House of David, the Lion 
of the tribe of Judah — but He is not 
a Jew. It is high time the Christian 
world understood this. It is a pity that 
Christian leaders are so little ac- 
quainted with the fundamental teach- 
ings of the Bible that they blindly 


support the Jewish claim that they are 
the chosen people of God and ulti- 
mately destined to be given world 
rulership. Jesus spoke otherwise, stat- 
ing that the renegade Jews among 
them were of their father the Devil. 
It is the present-day renegades, the 
Zionist Jews, who are seeking to de- 
stroy Christianity, usurp the authority 
of our Lord and lay claim to the in- 
heritance of the House of Israel — and 
they are not even the descendants of 
the House of Judah. When this is 
realized, and all the facts are thor- 
oughly understood, Christian men and 
women will cease to give moral and 
financial support to the Abomination 
of Desolation which the Zionist Jews 
are establishing in Palestine. *

in their dealings with one another. As pointed out in 
Digest of the Divine Law: 

“‘Both labor and management are in servitude, slaves of a sys- 
tem and of those who control the money of a nation, who compel 
all to pay tribute if they would use the money of the realm. In 
collecting tribute for the financing of production, the producer is 
robbed of his profits and the laborer of his wages.” (Digest of the 
Divine Law,* page 99.) 

Management and labor are now caught between two 
squeezes, one exerted by the government through exces- 
sive and confiscatory taxation and the other by financiers, 
who do not labor to produce goods, but collect tribute in 
the marts of trade and over the gambling counters of in- 
ternational finance. Now that management and labor 
have engaged in a major contest, both will sustain heavy 
losses. 

Labor is demanding increase in pay, shorter hours, social 
security, welfare benefits and insurance, all of which are 
good in themselves — though the methods adopted in se- 
curing these benefits could be detrimental to all concerned 
if means are employed which are harmful to the morale of 
the individual recipients. There are certain fundamental 
facts that must never be lost sight of, one of which is that 
seldom will a man receive permanent benefit from that for 
which he has paid nothing. 

David, a great King in Israel, recognized this principle 
even in the matter of worship, so he said to Araunah, from 
whom he desired to purchase the threshing floor, when 
Araunah offered to give it to the King: 

‘Nay; but I will surely buy it of thee at a price: neither will I 
offer burnt offerings unto the Lord my God of that which doth 
cost me nothing.” (II Sam. 24: 24.) 

This same spirit was in evidence among the men of 
courage and ability who built this great nation of ours. 
They asked for no gifts from others. They expected to give 
full measure of their labor and substance for what they re- 
ceived, refusing to accept that for which they were unable 
to pay. The spirit of the early pioneers is sorely lacking to-

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day when men seek security at no cost to themselves. They 
forget that the very laws of nature demand a return for 
what is received. Men must plant, hoe and weed if a 
harvest is expected later and the farmer who thinks he is 
entitled to a harvest without such labor on his part would 
be considered a fool. The same principle applies in all ac- 
tivities where men expect a return in wages and profits. 

Because the present system of production has become 
extremely complicated and it is possible to hide for a time 
the results of failure to produce in accordance with in- 
dividual ability, these fundamental principles have been 
forgotten — some even assuming that the laws of cause and 
effect are no longer operating. Time, however, will soon 
prove otherwise. | 

Management, in order to successfully carry out its 
part, must furnish organization and brains for the plan- 
ning of production and the sale of finished goods. Labor 
must furnish the skill and the necessary hours of labor to 
turn raw materials into finished production. The failure on 
the part of either could be disastrous and end in the de- 
struction of business, with both management and labor 
the ultimate losers. 

Difficult times are ahead for the spirit abroad today is in 
opposition to giving full measure in honest labor and per- 
fection in workmanship for wages received. Along with 
other difficulties on the economic front, the demands for 
returns that are not backed by performance, whether on 
the part of management or labor, are becoming a major 
contributory factor in making a coming economic crisis 
inevitable. The utopia men are seeking to establish by 
these methods will turn out to be only a fool’s paradise.

E OTHER DAY we saw the strange 

statement that Richard Brothers 

was the original proclaimer of 

the truth that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 

and kindred peoples are the Covenant 
Peoples of the Bible. 

We had known of poor Richard 
Brothers, as everyone has who studies 
the various phases of religious fanati- 
cism, but it was something of a surprise 
to find in a new book concerning him a 
claim for his precedence in the procla- 
mation of Anglo-Saxon-Israel truth. 
He was a naval officer who lived from 
1757 to 1824. He dabbled in the proph- 
ecies and became insane. He declared 
himself to be “the nephew of the 
‘Almighty’ ” and “‘a prince of the He- 
brews” destined to lead the Jews back 
to Canaan. He had the dates of this 
return to Canaan very elaborately but 
also erroneously worked out. He was 
imprisoned as a criminal lunatic be- 
cause of his habit of startling the in- 
habitants of London with prophecies 
of the destruction of the city. 

Even the Encyclopedia Britannica makes 
the astounding statement that “the 
supporters of the Anglo-Israelite theory 
claim him as the first writer on their 
side.”’ This is our first knowledge that 
such a claim has ever been made and 
we think the Britannica staff will find 
themselves unable to prove it. In its 
article on “Anglo-Israel”’ the Britannica 
estimates the believers in this truth 
as numbering 2,000,000, but says again 
that Richard Brothers may be regarded 
as its first apostle. The Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia also falls into the same error. 

Now, we could say that Abraham, 
Moses, David, Isaiah and Jeremiah 
were the earliest apostles of this truth, 
that the Apostle Paul was one of its 
keenest thinkers, and that the place of 
its origin was Palestine instead of 
England, if this did not seem like 
begging the question. However, it is a 
simple task to show that the Encyclopedia 
is chronologically incorrect and there- 
fore wrong in its conclusions. 

Dating from the year A.D. 665 to the 
year 1634, over one hundred and fifty 
references to the identity of the Anglo- 
Saxon people with ancient Israel have 
been discovered. They were all re- 
printed in the British Israelite for 1879- 
80. It is noteworthy that no writer 
during that thousand years adopted 
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the name of Jacob or Judah, but that 
of Israel, for the Anglo-Saxon people. 

The Anglo-Saxon Chronicles, part of 
which in its present form we know 
dates from A.D. 892, and which pre- 
serves the great common stock of the 
mouth-to-ear handed-down history of 
our people, is almost a continuation of 
the Bible in its method and tone, and 
much of its information runs parallel 
with that which confirms Anglo- 
Saxon-Israel truth as held today. 

In 1530, Tyndale announced his 
amazing discovery of the likeness be- 
tween the Hebrew and the English 
languages, which made the English 
the most suitable of any language into 
which to translate the Bible. 

In 1586, John Lyly, in his Euphues 
and His England, gives evidence of his 
knowledge and agreement with this 
truth. In 1590, Counsellor Le Loyer, a 
French Magistrate, wrote a book on 
“the ten lost tribes,” which he says 
came to England. 

In 1649, Dr. John Sadler declared 
our Israelitish origin. In 1666, John 
Bunyan, in the pain of his spiritual 
conflicts, happened on this truth, saw 
how great a way it opened for his 
distraught spirit, but was driven off by 
his father’s denial. In 1672, the great 
work, The Court of the Gentiles, which 
anticipated modern scientific discovery 
in showing the Hebrew sources of 
knowledge attributed to other nations, 
made an indirect contribution to men’s 
knowledge of our truth. 

But even while all this was transpir- 
ing, the Puritans in England, in their 
quiet and Providential incubation for 
their great American enterprise, were 
feeding on the likeness between them- 
selves and Israel. They called them- 
selves “the Seed of Abraham, God’s 
servant, and the children of Jacob, His 
chosen.” It is so written in their records. 

The Fifth Monarchy men had more 
than a glimmer of the truth. They saw 
the succession of empires, with the 
Anglo-Saxon people the last and great- 
est because “cut out of a mountain 
without hands.” 

In 1723, Dean Abbadie, of Killaloe, 
Ireland, wrote this: “Unless the ten 
tribes of Israel are flown into the air; 
or sunk into the earth; they must be 
those ten Gothic tribes that entered 
Europe in the fifth century, overthrew 


the Roman Empire and founded the 
ten nations of modern Europe.” (Of 
course, we do not subscribe to all the 
statements made. We only claim that 
the tdea of extant and continuing Israel as 
known peoples has always been held.) 

All of these testimonies antedate the 
period of poor Richard Brothers. It is 
not surprising that he, earnest student 
of the Scriptures that he was, saw the 
truth also; the mystery is that students 
more sane than he can miss it. 

Another work on the subject ap- 
peared in 1795. I. H. Frere wrote on 
the subject in 1796; Ralph Wedgwood 
in 1814. Rev. B. Murphy, in 1817, 
wrote Proofs that Israelites Came from 
Egypt into Ireland. In 1820, Prebendary 
Waddiloe supported the general con- 
tention. 

Modern interest on a large scale may 
be said to have begun with John Wil- 
son, who was born in Kilmarnock, 
Scotland, in 1779. He was a Presby- 
terian minister, educated at Glasgow 
University. His attention was called to 
the subject indirectly by his mother’s 
repeated suggestion that he pay a good 
measure of attention to the 49th chap- 
ter of Genesis. Wilson did not see the 
point, but his mother insisted that he 
keep that chapter in mind. Now, what 
does that signify? Simply this, that 
aside from books and authors, this 
truth has always been the possession of 
the plain people of Ireland and Scot- 
land. They had no need of books upon 
it. It was part of their natural Bible 
heritage. But as the new education 
came, they found the need, as Wilson’s 
mother found it, to point the younger 
generation more specifically to the 
Bible sources of this truth. By degrees, 
Wilson came to see the point at issue. 
He read for a long time in the library 
of Trinity College, Dublin, that mine 
of ancient Israel lore, and succeeded 
in tracing the Anglo-Saxon people as 
far back as Media. The rest was easy. 

Since his day a distinguished com- 
pany of authors have explored every 
nook and cranny of Bible truth con- 
cerning this people, bringing out of the 
Scriptures treasures both old and new. 

These notes are by no means a com- 
plete history of the rise of this truth to 
public acceptance. That history has 
not yet been written. And it should be.

CHAPTER XI 


THE ARK CAPTURED AND 
RESTORED 


who had come against them to battle at Aphek and 

the hosts of Israel were routed before their enemies. 
Four thousand Israelites fell in one day upon the field of 
battle. When the army returned to their fortified camp, the 
elders of Israel sought the reason why the Lord had al- 
lowed His people to be smitten before their enemies. 


Ark Brought Into Camp 


It was decided to send to Shiloh and have the Ark of the 
Covenant brought into the camp of Israel so that its 
presence might rescue them from the Philistines and assure 
victory over their enemies. With the Ark came Eli’s two 
sons, Hophni and Phinehas, who were very wicked in the 
sight of the Lord. Actually, the people themselves had 
turned away from the Lord and were worshipping idols, 
refusing to obey God’s commandments and keep His 
statutes. Herein lay the real reason why they had been 
defeated, for they had lost full contact with Jehovah their 
God by their failure to walk in the paths of righteousness. 
Now they were seeking to compel the Lord to protect them 
by bringing the Ark of the Covenant of God into the midst 
of the battle. They could not conceive of the Lord allowing 
the uncircumcised Philistines to gain possession of their 
most sacred thing, the Ark of the Covenant with its Mercy 
Seat, where God’s people met with their Lord. 


Condition for Victory 


What the elders in Israel and the people were failing to 
recognize was that God could protect the Ark, even though 
it might be necessary to allow it to be captured by the 
Philistines because of sin in the camp of Israel. Subsequent 
events clearly demonstrate the accuracy of this assertion. 
Even the presence of the Ark of the Covenant could not 
assure victory to a sinful nation. The Lord had declared 
Israel must keep His Sabbaths and reverence His sanctu- 
ary, and then He said: 


[re FIGHTING MEN went out to meet the Philistines 


“If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments, and 
do them . . . ye shall chase your enemies, and they shall fall be- 
fore you by the sword. And five of you shall chase an hundred, 
and an hundred of you shall put ten thousand to flight: and your 
enemies shall fall before you by the sword.” (Lev. 26: 3-8.) 


But if Israel persisted in despising His statutes and ab- 
horring His judgments, refusing to obey all His command- 
ments, and so breaking His Covenant, among the things 
to be visited upon them was the following: 


“I will bring a sword upon you, that shall avenge the quarrel 
of my covenant.” (Lev. 26: 25.) 


It is certain that the two sons of Eli were far from 
righteous, yet the Ark of the Covenant in the camp of 
Israel was in their charge. Not only had these two young 
men refused to revere the statutes of the Lord and keep 
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His commandments, but the spiritual life of all Israel at 
that time was at such a low ebb that they were also under 
judgment for their sins and unable to stand before their 
enemies. This was to be expected, for Moses taught that 
as a result of their refusal to hearken to the voice of the 
Lord, the punitive clauses of the Covenant would operate 
against them: 

‘The Lord shall cause thee to be smitten before thine enemies: 
thou shalt go out one way against them, and flee seven ways be- 
fore them.” (Deut. 28: 25.) 


Philistines Afraid 


Israel was failing to take this into consideration, so they 
were relying upon the presence of the Ark of the Covenant 
of the Lord to save them even though they were an un- 
righteous people. When the Ark of God arrived in the camp 
of Israel there was such a mighty shout that the earth re- 
sounded with it and the Philistines heard the noise of the 
cheering. When they learned the cause they were afraid, 
for they felt they knew what the outcome would be: 


*“God is come into the camp. And they said . . . Woe unto 
us! Who shall deliver us out of the hand of these mighty Gods? 
These are the Gods that smote the Egyptians with all the plagues 
in the wilderness.” (I Sam. 4: 7-8.) 


The Philistines were acquainted with the history of the 
terrible and total defeat of the Egyptians at the Red Sea 
and the part that the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord 
played in the crossing of the Jordan. So they were under- 
standably upset upon hearing that the Ark of the Cove- 
nant had come into the camp of Israel. The leaders of the 
Philistines sternly counseled their army to be strong and 
quit themselves like men. The alternative was that they 
surely would become the servants of Israel in the same 
way that Israel was then serving them. Thus strengthened 
for the battle, the Philistines fought against Israel and there 
was a great slaughter, for thirty thousand footmen in 
Israel’s army fell in the conflict. | 


The Ark Captured 


The Ark of God was taken and the two sons of Eli were 
slain. Thus was fulfilled a previous pronouncement that 
the death of Eli’s two sons in one day would be a sign of the 
certainty of the judgment that was to come upon the house 
of Eli because of his refusal to discipline and restrain his 
sons. 


Eli’s Death 


A man of Benjamin’s tribe fled from the field of battle 
and came to Shiloh with the news of the great catastrophe. 
When he arrived in the city Eli was sitting on a seat beside 
the gate of the Temple watching the road, for he was 
greatly troubled for the safety of the Ark of the Lord. It is 
very likely that he was unable to keep his sons from taking 
the Ark into battle for, because of his leniency with them 
through the years, his authority to compel obedience had 
dwindled, while their power over their father had grown 
stronger. Eventually he could not prevent them from 
doing anything they decided to do. As he trembled in 
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fear for the Ark he heard the noise of the outcry as the 
Benjamite told the people what had happened. Eli de- 
manded to know the meaning of the uproar and the man 
came to report to him. Eli was ninety-eight years old when 
this occurred and he was nearly blind: 


“And the man said unto Eli, I am he that came out of the army, 
and I fled to-day out of the army. And he said, What is there 
done, my son? And the messenger answered and said, Israel is 
fled before the Philistines, and there hath been also a great 
slaughter among the people, and thy two sons also, Hophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of God is taken.” (I Sam. 4: 
16-17.) 

When the messenger mentioned the fate of the Ark of 
God, the shock of the news was so great that Eli fell back- 
ward off his seat, his neck was broken and he died. He had 
judged Israel for forty years. His daughter-in-law, Phine- 
has’ wife, was soon to give birth to a child and when the 
news of her husband’s death and the death of her father-in- 
law was told to her, it brought about the immediate birth 
of a son. As she was dying she named her child Ichabod, 
t.¢., ““Where is the Glory?” The explanation given for the 
choice of name was: 


“The glory is departed from Israel: because the ark of God was 
taken, and because of her father-in-law and her husband.” 
(I Sam. 4: 21.) 


Trouble for Dagon 


The Philistines took the captured Ark of God and carried 
it into the house of their god Dagon at Ashdod where they 
placed it beside the image of Dagon. When the men of 
Ashdod arose the next morning and went into the temple, 
they found their god flat on his face on the ground in front 
of the Ark of God. They lifted Dagon up and put him 
back in his place, but the next morning they found their 
god flat on his face again in front of the Ark. This time, 
however, the head and both of the hands were severed from 
the body of the idol and these lay on the threshold of the 
temple. Because of this, always after that the priests of 
Dagon and all who entered the temple did not step on the 
threshold but jumped over it. 


Emerods or Tumors 


God laid a heavy hand upon the inhabitants of Ashdod 
because the Ark was in their possession: 


“But the hand of the Lord was heavy upon them of Ashdod, 
and he destroyed them, and smote them with emerods, even 
Ashdod and the coasts thereof.” (I Sam. 5: 6.) 


According to one authority the following definition of 
what ensued is given: 


““Emerods: An old English spelling of modern Haemorrhoids, or 
piles. Written ‘posteriors’ in Hebrew text, but read tumours.” 
(Companion Bible, footnote, page 276.) 


Some scholars state, however, that “‘emerods was a species 
of epidemic accompanied with ulcers, the precise nature of 
which is not described.” Whatever the exact form of the 
affliction was, its severity caused the men of Ashdod to 
refuse to allow the Ark of God to remain any longer in 
their city, for they began to realize that there was a connec- 
tion between their physical troubles and the fact that the 
Ark of God was among them. All the lords of the Philistines 
assembled to decide what was to be done with the Ark of 
the God of Israel. Because of the objection of the citizenry 
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of Ashdod to its remaining in their city, it was taken to 
Gath. But great confusion arose in Gath and the city was 
in a panic, for God struck the men, both young and old, 
with the disease. The Ark was next sent to Ekron but the 
people of Ekron protested, exclaiming: 


*‘Why do you send the Ark of the God of Israel to us, to kill 
us and our people?” (I Sam. 5: 10, F. F. Trans.) 


Philistines Sorely Afflicted 


Because of all these objections, the lords of the Philistines 
again assembled to devise ways and means of getting the 
Ark of the God of Israel back to its own place again, for 
there was deadly suffering among the Philistines. Even the 
people who were not killed were terribly afflicted with 
the disease and the wailing and shrieking of the people 
ascended to heaven. The disease increased in virulence 
apparently as it advanced and evidently became a destruc- 
tive fever in the nature of a plague. 

Men have questioned why this type of affliction was 
visited upon the Philistines because the Ark of God was 
present in their land. But it must be remembered that the 
rituals and worship of heathen deities were accompanied 
by licentious practices beyond description. The afflicted 
people could not carry out the required rituals; in fact, to 
undertake to do so evidently increased their suffering and 
contributed to fatalities among them. Therefore, the people 
knew that the hand of God rested heavily upon them and 
upon their gods. 


Ark Returned 


For seven months the Ark of God had been with the 
Philistines. Then the lords of the Philistines summoned 
their priests and magicians to enquire of them how they 
could return the Ark to its original resting place. In giving 
this instruction these heathen spiritual leaders wisely coun- 
seled the Philistine lords not to harden their hearts as the 
Egyptians had done, making fools of themselves, but they 
were to return the Ark forthwith. Neither were they to send 
it back empty, for they must present to the Lord, the God 
of Israel, a trespass offering. Images of the emerods were 
made out of gold and five gold images of mice, representing 
the five lords of the Philistines, were also included with the 
trespass offering to the God of Israel. A new cart was made 
upon which the Ark was placed. Two young calves that 
had not yet been weaned were hitched to the cart. The 
Philistines reasoned that if the cart did go up to the land 
of Israel, they would then know that the Lord had brought 
the evil upon them. But if the two calves refused to depart 
and returned instead to their mothers, then they would 
know what had occurred was merely a happenstance and 
their troubles had nothing to do with the presence of the 
Ark of God in their midst. 


Trespass Against Ark 


Humanly speaking, the unweaned calves would never 
have left their mothers and gone along the road toward the 
land of Israel. The test made by the Philistines could not 
have been more appropriate for such a demonstration. 
Nevertheless, the two calves went along the highway to- 
ward the land of Israel, lowing as they went. The Philis- 
tines followed to see what would happen but the calves 
turned neither to the right hand nor to the left hand as 
they went toward Beth-shemesh. This was one of the cities 
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of the Priests (Jos. 21: 16) and it was on the way to Shiloh. 
The men of this city were reaping in the field when they 
looked up and saw the Ark of the Lord coming toward 
them on the cart. They dropped their implements and 
went joyfully out to meet it. The calves brought the cart 
with the Ark into the field of Joshua, a Beth-shemite. 
When the lords of the Philistines saw all this they returned 
to Ekron. Some of the Beth-shemites looked into the Ark 
and they died as a result of this trespass. Israel was forbid- 
den to touch the Ark, as the priests alone were allowed to 
handle it, and they were required to carefully follow certain 
instructions in doing so. 

Upon the restoration of the Ark to Israel, the Levites 
took the Ark from the cart and, building an altar, they 
slew the calves to offer them up as a sacrifice, using the 
wood of the cart for fuel. The inhabitants of Beth-shemesh 
were afraid to have the Ark remain with them, so they sent 
messengers to the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, telling 
them to come and get it. Because of the men of Beth- 
shemesh who had been slain for looking into the Ark, they 
said: 

a is able to stand before this holy Lord God?” (I Sam. 
6: 20. 


The men of Kirjath-jearim came and took the Ark into 
the house of Abinadab where it remained for twenty years. 
Eleazar, the son of Abinadab, was set apart, i.e., sanctified, 
to become the custodian of the Ark. 


Revival in Israel 


Samuel then spoke to all the House of Israel, saying that 
if they would repent and return to the Lord, and put 
away the foreign gods from their midst, the Lord would 
deliver them from the Philistines. This was a call for a 
revival of true worship and reverence in Israel. Evidently 
the knowledge of what had happened to the Philistines 
and their gods because of the presence of the Ark of God in 
their cities made a profound impression upon all Israel. 
Samuel used these facts to impress upon the people the 
powerlessness of heathen gods and their impotency before 
the God of Israel. 

As a result of the call to righteousness, the children of 
Israel put away Baal and Ashtaroth and served the Lord 
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only. Samuel then called upon Israel to gather at Mizpeh 
where he said he would pray for them. The people gathered 
as requested and there they fasted and made their confes- 
sion, ‘‘We have sinned against the Lord.” 

When the Philistines heard that Israel had gathered at 
Mizpeh, their lords gathered their fighting forces together 
and went up against Israel to battle. Evidently such a 
gathering of people was considered by the Philistines to be 
a challenge to their authority over them. When the people 
with Samuel heard that the Philistines were coming they 
were greatly afraid and pleaded with Samuel to intercede 
for them with God so that they might be saved from their 
enemies. 


God Intervenes 


Samuel offered a burnt offering to the Lord and he cried 
out to the Lord in behalf of His people. The Lord answered 
him, for when the Philistines approached to fight against 
Israel, just as Samuel was offering up the burnt-offering, 
“the Lord thundered with a great thunder upon the 
Philistines,” defeating and routing them before Israel. 
Here we have a reference to a terrific electrical storm used 
by God to discomfit Israel’s enemies. The lightning evi- 
dently killed many in the army of the Philistines and this 
destruction can be easily understood since the warriors of 
that time were dressed in armor, carrying swords and 
shields, all of which were excellent conductors of electricity. 
Every man thus equipped would become a target for a 
stroke of lightning to hit and many were killed in this man- 
ner. Israel pursued the Philistines, defeating them and 
chasing them until they came to Beth-car. 

Samuel then took a stone and set it up between Mizpeh 
and Shen and named it Ebenezer, saying, “Hitherto hath 
the Lord helped us.” 


Philistines Subdued 


The Philistines were fully subdued and did not invade 
the land of Israel again while Samuel lived. The cities 
that the Philistines had taken from Israel were restored and 
peace was also established between Israel and the Amorites 
during this period of Samuel’s judgeship. 

Reviewing this period in Israel’s history, we note a 
most interesting contrast between the people who went 
out to battle when the Ark was captured and the same 
people who gathered with Samuel to fast and confess their 
sins. Israel thought to defeat the Philistines by bringing the 
Ark of God into the battle, but they found out to their 
sorrow that the mere presence of the Ark in their midst 
was no protection for a sinful people, for the Philistines 
were even able to capture the Ark. Only by turning from 
their evil ways and returning to God could they expect to 
have the fulfillment of the promise of Divine protection. 
When they finally did turn to God with all their hearts, 
He brought forth from His arsenal weapons of His indigna- 
tion and, through thunder and lightning, He routed the 
Philistines. Thus, it was fully demonstrated that only in 
righteousness could Israel be established and her enemies 
defeated. 

Samuel judged Israel during his whole lifetime. He 
traveled continually year after year in a circuit, holding 
court in Beth-el, Gilgal and Mizpeh, administering justice 
in all these districts. After completing each circuit he 
would return to Ramah where he had established his 
home, and where also he had built an altar to the Lord. 
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opposing theories have arisen by which 
men have guided their lives. One is the 
Christian desire to help and love one’s 
fellow man. In sharp contrast to this is 
the “accursed Babylonic system of finance”’ 
to which the author attributes the grief 
and misery which have afflicted humanity, 
the downfall of every nation since the 
early Greek and Roman empires, and the 
bloodshed and disruption of World Wars 
I and II. 

The headlong plunge of greedy indus- 
trialists in their plunder of unrenewable re- 
sources, the author feels is leading directly 
to World War III. He believes that the 
only way men can live in peace is in a 
scientific society. This society would en- 
tail a regrouping of peoples into self-sufh- 
cient units, extending from northern to 
southern climes. Thus would society be 
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able to abolish international trade, an evil 
which Dr. Hale considers the immediate 
cause of most wars. 

An economically independent unit 
would be a healthy one, he explains. Poor 
food from impoverished soil dare not be 
used outside the chemical industry. Thus 
chemurgy becomes a protector to national 
well-being. Noxious gasoline for the in- 
ternal combustion motor must likewise be 
forbidden, save when blended with chem- 
urgic alcohol to effect its complete com- 
bustion without discharge into atmosphere 
of cancer-of-the-lungs effluvia. 

The day is fast approaching, Dr. Hale 
predicts, when the farmer shall take com- 
mand and save for the nation its unrenew- 
able reserves through substitution of 
Through this

agricultural renewables. 
made to interlock; whereupon private en- 
terprise and national prosperity will rise
